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Spanish Teacher 
Receives Award 
As New Citizen 


Hilda Blanco of Hoffman Estates isn't 


in her Spanish classrsoom at Elk Grove 
School today. She is downtown receiving 
an award as one of last year's most out- 
standing new citizens. 


Mrs. Blanco, who has taught at the 


high school for five years found out this 
week she had been chosen as one of the 
new citizens from the Chicago area to 
receive the award from the Chicago 
Council of Citizenship. 


She became a United States citizen last 


September and has been in this country 
since 1963, when she and her husband 
left Cuba. 


"In the beginning it was very hard be- 


cause of the language difference," she 
said. 'I worked in a factory for five 
months because I could only do manual 
work." 


Another problem she faced was the 


fact her records, including proof that she 
had a degree in education from the Uni- 
versity of Havana, had to be left behind. 


"MY MOTHER SENT them to me over 


the years," she said. "I never thought 
I'd have all my records here." 


Later she and her husband received 


master's degrees from Loyola Univer- 
sity. He now teaches Spanish at Lincoln 
Junior High School in Mount Prospect. 


Two weeks ago the Blancos moved 


from Oak Park, where they had lived 
near friends since coming to this coun- 
try, to 304 Lexington Dr. in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Their friends took care of their son, 


who they sent ahead of them in 1961, she 
said, and helped them come to this area 
rather than staying in Florida with most 
of the Cuban refugees. 


Her son, now 19. is a sophomore at the 


University of Illinois in Champaign-Ur- 
bana. 


She said she filled out the forms re- 


quired to those being considered for the 
outstanding citizen's award without ever 
thinking she might be chosen. 


"I didn't think I'd have the quali- 


fications, I was surprised," she said.

Bart Dill is spending his time these

Parkchester Rd., was named to fill the 
vacancy on the park district board of 
commissioners and he has been reading 
materials provided him by fellow board 
members and park director Jack Claes. 


"I want to get a firm foundation and 


then will make my independent deci- 


smns," he said. "There's so much I want 
to know and so much I should know that 
it will take time." 


Dill submitted his name when the park 


district asked for applications for the po- 
sition, vacated by Daniel Gilbert in June, 
because, "it was an opening and it was a 
lone time between now and the next elec- 
tion I'm anxious to serve in any way I 
can " 


LAST WINTER Dill found that his 


company. Standard Oil of Indiana, would 
not be moving his division out of Chicago 
and decided he should become more ac- 
tive in the community. In April he ran 
for the library board. 


Before he applied for the board, his 


only contact with the park district had 
been because he and his family swim at 
the Disney Pool complex near their 
home, he said. 


He supported the two referenda the 


district ran last winter that would have 
provided for an indoor skating rink and 
other improvements. "I didn't think 
they'd lose the second time," he said.

Dill lives near Admiral Richard E. 


Byrd School, the site of the Astro-City 
rocket slide which has been the scene of 
two serious accidents in the last year. He 
applauds the park district for putting a 
shield around the most hazardous turn on 
the slide. 


His 6-year-old daughter is not allowed 


to use the slide, his wife said, and he 
agrees. "It isn't something for younger 
children without supervision." 


He thinks the facility needs to be 


watched carefully. "If we can prevent 
one child from being seriously injured it 
should be taken down," he said. "If it is 
a hazard I think we should look into tak-

week.

"I think it's a great place," Ford said 


about Woodfield while walking through 
the mall with A, Alfred Taubman, board 
chairman of The Taubman Co. 


"WE'RE GOING into a shopping cen- 


ter in Dearborn, with The Taubman Co. 
Mr. Taubman is going to be our partner. 
We came down just to look around," he 
added. 


The retail center in Dearborn will be 


about three-quarters the size of Wood- 
field and a portion will be located on the 
farm where Henry Ford I was born, said 
Bill Clogg, The Taubman Co. spokesman. 


It will be contiguous to Fairlane, the 


estate the Ford family later occupied, 
now a part of the University of Mich- 
igan's Dearborn extension. 


There will be~130 stores open at Wood- 


field in 30 days, said Taubman, as the 
men walked the mall dodging 1972 model 
cars put on display by the Woodfield 
Auto Dealer's Association. 


THEY STOPPED to check out a Conti- 


nental Mark IV, then ford predicted "a 
good year" for the auto industry with the 
1972 models. "Ten million cars were sold 
in 1971," he added. 


The repeal of the excise tax proposed 


by Pres. Richard Nixon, is "a good 
thing," said the head man of the United 
States' second largest auto manufac- 
turer. 


"It's a little early for an estimate," he 


added, when asked how many 1972 cars 
will be sold. 


Tropical fish on display at Woodfield, 


where a waterfall flows overhead were 
shown to Ford and he was told how noise 
the fish make is amplified through the 
area. 


Then Ford faded into the crowd of 


shoppers and left to catch a Ford Com- 
pany plane to Atlanta ... all in a day's 
work for Henry Ford II. 


Teacher Pay 
Talks May 
End In 72

Teachers' salary negotiations in Hi"h 


School Dist. 214 are expected to end ear- 
ly next year because of a new profes- 
sional negotiations agreement, which ex- 
plains the procedure of negotiations. 


"The agreement used in negotiations 


this year was more of a statement of 
philosophy," said Steve Berry, assistant 
to the Superintendent for public rela- 
tions. "The new agreement, on the other 
hand, spells out in detail the steps that 
will be taken in the process of negotia- 
tions." 


The new agreement will help the two 


negotiating teams save time, according 
to Berry, because it foresees possible 
problems and sets a procedure to follow 
to solve these problems. The 1971-72 con- 
tract between the school board and the 
teachers was negotiated for six months 
before it was approved by both parties 
this month. Berry said school officials 
hope negotiations next year will be re- 
solved by early summer. 


"A provision hi the agreement tells 


both teams how to proceed if negotia- 
tions are not completed within 80 days of 
the Jan. 15 starting date," added Berry. 
"Last year's agreement included no time 
limit." 


THE BOARD HAS given the teachers 


more rights in the new agreement but, 
according to board member Ray Erick- 
son, "the agreement does not tie the 
board's hands." 


Before approving the new teachers' 


contract, both parties praised their fel- 
low negotiators. At a recent school board 
meeting, Jack Costello, board president, 
said, "the thread that has run through 
the negotiations is mutual respect. Nei- 
ther side has won a victory but both have 
come out successful." 


The new agreement permits the ne- 


gotiators to go to mediation (to call in a 
third party who will listen to arguments 
and propose solutions that may or may 
not be accepted) if an impasse is 
reached. If mediation does not clear the 
impasse, the negotiating teams may then 
go to fact finding (to call in a third party 
who will investigate the facts presented 
during the negotiations and propose a so- 
lution that may or may not be accepted.) 
Last year's agreement only called for 
mediation. 


The new agreement does not include 


the next step in negotiations, arbitration, 
because it calls for a decision from a 
third party that must be accepted. Berry 
said, ''if the board accepted a ruling 
from an arbitrator it would be giving 
away the authority it was granted by the 
public." 


Another major change in the new 


agreement is a more extensive definition 
of the teachers' grievance procedure. If 
an individual teacher or the teachers' as- 
sociation believes something has oc- 
curred that is a misinterpretation or mis- 
application of district policy, they can 
carry their complaint through a series of 
school officials ending with the school 
board. A final step, taking a complaint to 
court, is not included in the agreement. 
However, as Berry points out, "the dis- 
trict can't prevent a person taking a com- 
plaint to court because it is their civil 
liberty."

The Elk Grove High School football 


teams opens the season tonight under the 
lights against Addison Trail High at the 
Elk Grove home field. 


A few years ago it was impossible to 


play under the lights at Elk Grove. But 
that hasn't been the case since 1969 when 
a small group known as Green and Gold 
Lights Inc. purchased the lights and ren- 
ted them to High School Dist. 214. 


Paul Shanyfelt. Jack Ivans, and Tom 


Bray were the men behind the group. 
Ivans was the only one who had children 
in the school at the time. Bray doesn't 
have children at the school and Shanyfelt 
is a bachelor. 


Nevertheless, they undertook the proj- 


ect to purchase $35.000 in light to enable 
fans and parents of the Grenadier foot- 
ball team to .see night games only a few 
blocks from their homes 


SHANYFELT. WHO headed the group, 


recalled that when he was a teen attend- 
ing school in Mendota, III, in 1948, night 
football was a big attraction Besides, he 
said Mendota was the greatest little town 
in the country and it usually produced 
good football teams. Shanyfelt didn't 
play football but he was in the school 
band 


There was a school spirit there that is 


not at Elk Grove High, he said, adding 
that the only school coming close to that 
spirit here is John Hersey High School in 
Arlington Heights 


When he began to attend 
football 


games here while his nephews played in 
the band he noticed the lack of crowds 
and parents. That's when he got to think- 
ing that night football was a must at Elk 
Grove High 


The lights have resulttd in larger 


crowds at football games with more par-

said.

hearing, 
which con- 


cluded Sept in 


The auditors found Heult guilty as 


charged of insubordination, upholding his 
dismissal. However, the board ruled that 
Chief Carl Selke did not have authority 
to fire him, according to written by-laws 
and rules of the department Because the 
chief lacked the authority. Carlson's dis- 
missal as of July 18 was voided, but the 
board 
fired 
him effective Wednesday 


night. 


The board had an "understanding" 


with Chief Selke that he did have author- 
ity to hire and fire employes, said Mark 
Pick, board chairman. "However, this 
was not specifically implemented in our 
rules and regulations. So in order to fol- 
low specifically our rules anri regulations 
we judged that the dismissal on the July 
16 date was in error," said Dick. 


"HOWEVER. 
THE 
hearing 
board 


found that Carlson was guilty as charged 
and by his own admisson. and it was the 
opinion of the hearing board that he be 
dismissed as of Sept 15." he concluded. 


The board also approved a resolution 


granting Heidt all back pay and benefits 
for the period between Chief Selke's fir- 
ing of Carlson and its now. the two 
months between July IB and Sept 15 


Carlson alleged throughout the hear- 


ing, that opened July 23 and was contin- 
ued to last Frirfay. he was fired not be- 
cause of insubordination, but because he 
helped organize a union among district 
employes Chief Selke ordered him fired 
on the same day. July 14. that the union- 
formed Local 2061, International Fir^ 
Fighters Association. AFL-CIO 


When the hearing reconvened last Fri- 


day. 
Chief Selke, Lt. Donald Se'.ke and 


Deputy Chief Ed Kalasa related the, 
events they claim led to the dismissal 


Carlson did not answer "yes sir," when 
ordered to the scene of an extinguished 
fire to mop up, but instead asked Lt. 
Selke to first find him a relief for the 
work he was doing when the order was 
issued. 


CARLSON WAS cooking hamburgers 


for men who had been to the fire when 
Lt. Selke gave the order, and asked the 
lieutenant to have someone else watch 
the stove. When another fireman came to 
the stove, he left immediately, Carlson 
said. Testimony on the delay varied, de- 
pending on uho was on the witness 
stand. Carlson and another fireman put 
the time at less than five minutes, but 
Lt 
Selke claimed it was more than 


15 minutes. The fire in question occured 
seven days before Carlson was dis- 
charged. 


Carlson was represented in the hearing 


by a union attorney, Gilbert A. Cornfield 
of Chicago, who has filed a motion for 
summary judgement in a reinstatement 
order he requested from Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Edward J. Egan. 
Cornfield's motion questions the legality 
of the hearing, claiming Carlson could 
not legally have been fired before the 
hearing was held. Cornfield also has 
questioned Dick's legal qualifications to 
hear the case, reporting Dick has not 
been reappointed to his seat on the dis- 
trict board. 


Cornfield said yesterday, after learning 


of the board ruling, he still intends to 
pursue "whatever legal remedies are 
available to get Carlson his job back." 


"I DON'T KNOW if they (the board 


members) can at that point resurrect 
themselves by in effect saying the hear- 
ing that was afforded can stand as legiti- 
mate," said Cornfield, pointing out the 
"board acknowledged that they did not 
follow rorrect procedures." 


It will be left to the court "to deter- 


mine if the board can say 'although we 
did not follow legal procedures we can 
use that procedure for dismissal," said 
Cornfield. 


A hearing before Judge Egan on the 


summary judgement motion is scheduled 
for Oct. 19 in the Chicago Civic Center.

Erviti: Values Formed In The Home

Discipline is a tough word to define, as 


S u p t. James 
Erviti 
demonstrated 


Wednesday night. 


Discipline in schools, even if defined, is 


hard to maintain because children are 
learning about adult behavior and make 
mistakes. 


With all those things considered, Erviti 


said, he is satisfied with the level of dis- 
cipline maintained in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Elementary Dist. 59. 


Speaking to about 25 persons at a gen- 


eral meeting of School Community Coun- 
cil, a parent's organization, Erviti ex- 
plained, 
"Many 
of the incidents 
in 


schools would be horrendous if taken as 
finished behavior, but they aren't really 
bad because you have some hope the 
kids are learning." 


As a result, he said, it is difficult for a 


person who sees only one incident to 
judge the level of discipline in a school. 
"Feelings that there is a lack of dis- 
cipline are real, and we must deal with 
them," he said, "but the fact of dis- 
cipline is something else." 


ERVITI, WHO was speaking on the 


subject as a result of a survey taken by 
the council which showed discipline was 


the No. 1 concern among parents, began 
by telling the group, "Dist., 59 is in good 
company in being concerned about dis- 
cipline. It was the top concern in the Gal- 
lup poll nationally, too. Our concern is 
very natural and normal, I think." 


Then, 
using 
audience 
participation 


techniques, Erviti demonstrated that, al- 
though there are similarities in reponses 
to the word discipline, there are also 
differences, even within his audience. 


Members of the audience wrote down 


the first word that came to their minds 
when Erviti called off a series of words, 
including discipline. Responses to the 


key word included behave, law, punish- 
ment, obey, strict, children, spank and 
question, and others. 


The results, he said, 
demonstrated 


"the idea or concept of discipline is a 
highly abstract concept.' 


When they use the word, he said, per- 


sons might be thinking about "prompt 
and exact response to authority," control 
over emotions, the level of activity in a 
room or many other things. 


As long as the discussion remains ab- 


stract, he said, educators and parents 
seldom disagree. "Probably what we 
want is exactly what you want in highly 
abstract terms. We want to develop indi- 
viduals who are self-controled, mature 
and independent. There isn't any educa- 
tor anywhere who would say 'what I 
want is the biggest hell-raiser around.' " 


WHEN THE subject of discipline gets 


down to a more specific level, however, 
problems arise, because it is valued in 
different ways by different individuals. 


"On matters of value, people, even 


nice white, middle class Americans, dif- 
fer and their differences may be very 
great," he said.

School Tax To Be Less 


Next spring, High School Dist. 211 resi- 


dents will receive a tax bill that is the 
same or slightly less than their last 
high school tax bill. 


The Dist. 211 School Board has ap- 


p r o v e d 
a total 
t-x collection of 


$12,136,384. To collect this amount, school 
officials estimate they will have to levy a 
tax of $2.726 per $100 assessed valuation. 
This means a resident with a house sell- 
ing at $30,000 will pay a tax bill of ap- 


proximately $272. The revenue collected 
in the spring of 1972 will be used in the 
1972-73 fiscal year. 


Last spring a resident with a $30,000 


house paid a $273.54 tax bill. Since 1969 
the Dist. 211 tax bill has varied only a 
few dollars.

Problems Of Aged Present 
Challenge: Schlickman 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene 
Sehlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, yesterday told local 
senior citizens the problems of the aged 
are both disturbing and challenging. 


"It is challenging to our abilities and 


imaginations to find answers to the prob- 
lems of the aged which do not neces- 
sarily stem from poveny," Schlickman 
told approximately 60 members of the 
Extensioners, a Mount Prospect senior 
citizens group. He did not say what those 
problems were. 


"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by providing 
grants for low and 
moderate-income 


housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se- 
nior citizens throughout the state." 


"YOU 
SHOULD RECEIVE the same 


kind of attention, benefit and care other 
people are clamoring for, and through 
their militancy are receiving," he told 
the Extensioneers. "We want to do it be- 
fore you take to the streets like other 
groups."

you could realistically expect the tax 
rate to rise," said Slater. "But we are 
able to expand and hold the tax rate 
stable." The district pays for the con- 
struction of new schools by issuing 
bonds. The district pays the bond debt by 
levying a bond and interest tax. This por- 
tion of the total levy has dropped from 
.459 to .456 per $100 assessed valuation in 
one year. 


THE DISTRICT will not know the ex- 


act amount of the 1972 tax rate until the 
assessed valuation of the entire district 
in 1972 is determined. The district's 1971 
assessed valuation totaled $357,000,000 
Slater estimated the assessed valuation 
will rise to $413,000,000. 


While the tax rate is not expected to 


rise, the total amount of revenue collect- 
ed by the district will, Slater said. The 
revenue collection rises as the district 
assessed valuation rises. The 1971 reve- 
nue collection totaled $10,286,384. This 
spring the district expects to collect 
$12,139,450. 


A breakdown of the total projected tax 


rate shows that both the education fund 
tax rate ($1.59) and the building fund tax 
rate ($.37) referendum. According to Sla- 
ter, "the district had no plans to hold a 
referendum to ask voters to approve a 
higher tax rate for these two funds."

should a teacher hit a child, and others 
might feel the teacher should whenever 
she thinks it's necessary. Some might be 
in the middle. On a matter that gets real- 
ly close to your heart, it's going to take a 
lot to change you." 


Values, he said, are primarily formed 


in the home and children take on the 
ideas of their parents. "A disciplined kid 
has disciplined parents; a rebellious kid 
has rebelliuos parents; a hippie kid prob- 
ably has a hidden hippie father," he 
said. 


The school's job, he said, is to deal 


with the children who come in large 
numbers with divergent values and to try 
to help children build the controls they 
need to live as responsible idults. 


Children tend to test the rules set for 


them and do many things to gain the ac- 
ceptance of their groups, he said. As a 
result, "effective people in schools malre 
trades — they don't bother the kids on 
some things, if the kids don't do other 
things." 


Schools are most successful in main- 


taining discipline when the children and 
community are homogeneous, he said. 


"I 
AM CONVINCED that schools 


would have the best discipline in Men- 
nonite or Amish communities or in a hip- 
pie commune where the school is taught 
by hippies," he said. 


As communities become more diverse, 


problems grow, but, he said, schools in 
Dist. 59 still do a good job. 


Most parents, he said, hear about dis- 


cipline problems second-hand, from their 
children, and should make sure they 
check carefully on the facts before reach- 
ing conclusions. 


"I never, when I was a principal, had 


two kids come into my office with the 
same story," he said. "If you heard a 
report about a horrendous incident, you 
should remember to get more informa- 
tion." 


In terms of facts, he said, Dist. 59 


schools maintain good discipline, even if 
parents sometimes get the feeling they 
don't. "It's worth trying to picture dis- 
cipline as a heck of a lot more difficult 
than you feel it is."

State Prisons Commended 


Sen. John A Graham, R-Barrington, 


has commended Illinois prison officials 
for preventive measures instituted fol- 
lowing the prison riots in Attica, N Y , 
which resulted in the deaths of 42 in- 
mates and 10 hostages. 


Following the Attica uprising, Peter 


Bensinger, director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Corrections, ordered general 
tightening of security in all state prisons 
and canceled leaves of all prison staff 
members. 


Graham, for eight years chairman of 


the penal division of the Illinois Commis- 
sion on State Institutions, said that in- 
cidents such as the Attica riots could 
easily precipitate disturbances in prisons 
here. 


"The situation in the Illinois Prisons is 


delicately balanced," Graham said. "Our 
prison population consists of a certain 
percentage of revolutionary inmates who 
a r e p e c u l i a r l y susceptible to in- 


flammatory statements from outside in- 
dividuals 


"These inmates are continually pres- 


suring, organizing and intimidating se- 
curity personnel and exploiting every op- 
portunity to the extent that it is difficult 
normally to maintain the internal cli- 
mate on which successful rehabilitation 
depends." 


Graham said that those not familiar 


with prisons often do not understand the 
nature of the inmate population. 


"It is important to remember that our 


correctional institutions do not exist for 
the purpose of containing individuals who 
have a good record as law-abiding citi- 
zens 


"Even the most liberal, uninformed 


revolutionary must recognize that con- 
finement has been deemed by society to 
be necessary first to protect society and, 
secondly, to achieve rehabilitation where 
possible."

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Three impor- 


tant film personalities — Shirley Mac- 
Laine, Anthony Quinn and Peter ,Palk— 
made their debut Wednesday night as the 
stars of new television series of their 
own. 


Miss MacLaine's premiere in her half- 


hour ABC series was one of the most 
awaited appearances of the new season, 
and, portraying a globetrotting photo- 
journalist, she came off rather nicely ss 
an easy-to-take, low-key performer who 
radiated a sense of genuineness. For 
those who feared that some of her more 
shrill qualities in movies might be 
wrongly transferred! to the home screen, 
where low pressure is a virtue, this was 
a relief. 


Her new series, "Shirley's World," is 


not likely to set off pangs of jealousy in 
Edward Albee or Neil Simon, or even her 
brother Warren Beatty, but it is a com- 
fortable little endeavor with a star so 
lovely, mature and down to earth that 
one enjoys watching just her even when 
the show itself descends to silliness. 


To be honest, there was only one such 


descent on the Wednesday premiere, in 
which she broke tradition by barging into 
a men-only London club to get an inter- 
view and photographs of a retired Lord 
Chamberlain. The silliness came when 
she rounded up a group of stripteasers to 
accompany her on her break-in so she 
could blackmail club members if they 
denied access to her for her interview. 


M R. QUINN, meanwhile, arrived 


Wednesday in an hour ABC entry, "The 
Man and the City," in which he plays the 


mayor of a large town in the Southwest 
The premiere concerned his intercession 
on behalf of a deaf couple facing the loss 
of their seven-year-old adopted son in 
court because of their handicap. Despite 
a decent plea on behalf of handicapped 
people who are self sufficient, and some 
predictable court scenes that predictably 
drew tears in shameless style, the debut 
seemed an odd story choice for a series 
about a mayor 


Quinn obviously is a Chicano mayor, 


and there is story material there. Yet the 
premiere might have had a hero of any 
profession The scenes dealing with his 
work as mayor were wholly uncon- 
vincing, and there was a rambling quali- 
ty to the hour Tightening up and focus- 
ing on the mayor's job are what this 
show needs. 


MR. FALK starred in "Colombo," one 


of three alternating series filling the 
Wednesday slot called "NBC Mystery 
Movie " The other alternating shows are 
"McMillan & Wife," with Rock Hudson 
as a San Francisco police commissioner, 
and "McCloud," starring Dennis Weaver 
as a southwest lawman attached to the 
New York police force. Falk portrays a 
cagey police detective whose pedestrian 
manner and dress conceal his animal 
shrewdness. 


In the opener, he outsmarted a mys- 


tery writer who killed his former partner 
in an attempt at a perfect crime. It was 
a neatly-done detective show, creating an 
eerie mood of its own, and the interplay 
between Falk and the Villain Jack Cas- 
sidy was fun to watch.

Do-It-Yourself 
Inspect Outside Of Homes 
Now-Make Exterior Repairs

Time is limited for exterior repairs as 


winter approaches. A fall task for every 
homeowner is a complete inspection of 
the outside of his house. Repairs not 
made now may be more extensive by 
then. Preventive maintenance is the 
thing to do if you wish to have a care- 
tree winter. 


The root will take a great deal of abuse 


during the winter. Look for shingles that 
are cracked or curling. Missing ones will 
have to be replaced. Examine the flash- 
ing around chimneys and dormers. A 
coat of roof coating will preserve a piece 
of Hashing that looks as thongh it may 
be starting to wear.

Gutters should be kept clean of leaves 


and other debris. If allowed to remain 
dirty and clogged when the first snow 
comes they will fill up and ice will jam 
them, causing sagging and overflow of 
water down the siding and even inside 
the walls. 


WHtLE CHECKING gutters and down- 


spouts look for sagging and rusting. Do 
not use patches of unlike metals. Fiber- 
glass can be used on any gutter and plen- 
ty of roof coating over, under and around 
the patch will keep it weather tight. 


If you have had an ice build-up prob- 


lem on your roof and in your gutters, 
consider installing heating cable. This is 
an insulated electric wire that builds up 
a small amount of heat when connected, 
enough to keep ice from forming in gut- 
ters. 


The cable can be laid along the lower 


edge of the roof in a pattern like an ex- 
tended W or it can be laid in the gutter. 
Putting it on the roof requires more 
cable but is the preferred method. 


Concrete and masonry are weath- 


erproof — until cranks develop. Then 
moisture gets in, freezes and thaws and 
contracts and expands and before winter 
is over small cracks are big and the con- 
crete is crumbling. 


Clean out cracks with a sharp tool and 


wire brush away all fragments. Under- 
cut the opening so that it is narrower at 
the top. This will keep the patch from 
pulling out. Wet thoroughly and fill with 
fresh material and smooth. Use a ready 
mix patch to which you add water, ad-

Proof 
Eisenhower 
dollars will be 


mailed from the U.S. Assay Office in San 
Francisco following fulfillment of un- 
circulated orders. The 130 million uncir- 
culated dollars and 30 million proofs will 
conclude the "silver era" in the history 
of U.S. coinage. Cupro-nickel issues will 
begin to show up at the market place, 
probably in the spring of 1972.

And Mr. Eisenhower's 
worldly image being what it was, many 
of the coins bearing his likeness will 
find their way to foreign depositories 
alongside those bearing the Kennedy 
profile.

Are Penalized 


Why Not Treat Me Same As Other Eligible Voters?

College students between 18 and 


21 who believe they had recently 
won the privilege of voting have 
been challenged by registration 
discrimination in college towns 
across Illinois. 


The 
discrimination, 
in which 


county clerks set up arbitrary re- 
quirements for student registra- 
tion, seems to violate the spirit of 
the constitutional amendment to 
drop the voting age to 18. 


The 
pattern of discrimination 


came to light last week when the 
Committee on Illinois Government 
(CIG). headed by Chicago alder- 
man William Singer, reported on 
patterns of registration policies 
across Illinois. 


CIG reported that in Chicago, 


most of Cook County, and in Lake 


County, clerks were applying the 
law equally to all registrants. 


However, 
in 
counties 
where 


large state university towns are lo- 
cated, and in Evanston, home of 
Northwestern 
University, 
clerks 


were rejecting students for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


— Enrollment in a university fo- 


catsd m a county other than that of 
the student's "home town"; 


— Receiving financial support 


from parents living elsewhere: 


— Failure to have an auto regis- 


tration certificate in the college 
town; 


— Residency in a college dor- 


mitory or college-approved off- 
campus apartment. 


Clearly, the county clerks do not 


want many college students to vote 
where they spend nine months of 
the year. They would prefer them 


to vote, if at all. by absentee ballot 
in their parents' home town. 


There is no justification for that 


in any case where the student 
meets the state's general residency 
requirements for voting, and with 
virtually all Illinois students at- 
tending Illinois colleges, there can 
be little question of that. 


It is not difficult to understand 


the fears of rural county clerks and 
college town "permanent" resi- 
dents. Some of them fear a take- 
over of local government by long- 
haired radical youths. 


Many persons fear that students 


might take over a city council, as 
occurred recently in Berkeley, Cal. 


However, 
Berkeley 
contains 


many more youthful radicals than 
does Urbana, Carbondale or Ed- 
wardsville. It is doubtful, too, that 
many students have enough inter- 
est at the present time in college 
town government to wish to take it 
over. 


The central issue, however, is 


neither radicalism nor present dis- 
interest. 


It is the fact that all persons 18 


years of age and older are legally 
allowed to vote; 
few barriers 


should block that legal right. 


There has been no opinion on the 


matter from Illinois Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. Scott, and an opinion is 
needed to clear up the problem. 


In Massachusetts recently, Atty. 


Gen. Robert H. Quinn ruled that 
persons over 18 who met the state's 
six-month residency requirement 
could choose their place of residen- 
cy for voting purposes. 


Clearly, a similar ruling in Illi- 


nois would not only increase the 
number of students voting, but it 
would also increase interest in lo- 
cal government. It seems reason- 
able that if a student spends nine 
months in a community, he is 
directly affected enough by gov- 
ernment in that community to have 
a direct voice in how he is gov- 
erned. 


The American system of repre- 


sentative government is based 
partly on faith. It assumes that 
voters of any age must be able to 
make clear-headed choices about 
government. We are confident that 
w e 11-informed college students, 
spurred on by their newly-acquired 
voting rights, will make intelligent 
choices in whatever town they 
vote. 


Heavy Tax Load On Middle Incomes

A significant Census Bureau study 


shows that, in the early to late 1960s, the 
burden of all taxes fell with increasing 
proportionate weight upon the great bulk 
of middle-income Americans. The higher- 
income people paid proportionately less, 
and lower-income folks about the same 
share. 


The figures may be of more than pass- 


ing interest to congressional tax-writers 
who are about to take action on the tax- 
cut portions of President Nixon's new 
economic policy. 


He calls for a 10 per cent investment 


tax credit (5 per cent after the first 
year), eliminating the 7 per cent excise 
tax on automobiles, a one-year speedup 
of scheduled higher personal income tax 
exemptions (the full boost to take effect 
in 1972 instead of by 1973). 


Democratic 
lawmakers, complaining 


about the "business orientation" of these 
proposals, will attempt to sweeten the 
package with more tax concessions to 
consumers. Some lay particular stress on 
cuts to aid the poor. 


The poorer Americans are, of course, 


paying more taxes than they did a dec- 


ade ago. The Census study, by Roger 
Herriot and Herman Miller, compares 
1962 taxes with 1968, the last year for 
which complete data is available. In 
i960, families and unrelated individuals 
with income up to $2,000 a year paid out 
an average of $487 in all taxes. In 1962, 
the figure was $404. For those with in- 
comes between $2,000 and $4,000, the 1968 
tax burden was $1,029, that in 1962 was 
$945. 


But this higher load is not easing other 


Americans' tax burdens at poor people's 
expense. 
The Herriot-Miller analysis 


shows that the lowest one-fifth of U.S. 
taxpayers bore 3.7 per cent of the total 
national tax burden in 1962 (federal, 
state, local), and the identical share in 
1968. 


The proportionate as well as the actual 


tax burden is greater, however, for the 
middle three-fifths of the American tax- 
paying public. In 1962, the middle 60 per 
cent paid 45 per cent of all taxes, In 1968, 
their share had risen to 47 per cent. 


Who, then, has a lighter load? Accord- 


ing to the Census study, the upper one- 
fifth on the income scale. Their share 
dropped from 52 per cent in 1962 to 50

per cent in 1968. For the top 5 per cent of 
U.S. money-earners, the tax burden was 
eased from 28 per cent in 1962 to a bit 
less than 25 per cent in 1968. 


Again, it must be stressed that, regard- 


less 
of proportionate changes, 
most 


Americans in 1968 paid more taxes in 
dollar terms than in 1962. The one ex- 
ception was those people who earned 
from $25,000 up to several million dollars 
annually. In 1962, the average total tax 
bite for this wide-spread category was 
$27,340. In 1968, it had declined to $23,884. 


Many families "bunched" just over the 
$25,000 income line, of course, paid far 
less than the average. 


Democratic and some other liberal leg- 


islators may be convinced that the 
greatest front-page mileage lies in talk- 
ing about the tax burdens on the poor. 
Yet the Census analysis suggests that the 
real political clout, likely to be felt at the 
polls next year, could come from the 
middle-income 60 per cent of Americans 
who are paying both more taxes and a 
larger share of the tax load. 


While income-earners under $2,000 per 


year and those making $2,000 to $4.000 
paid more actual taxes in 1968 than 1962. 
the overall tax rate (what they paid fig- 
ured as a percentage of their adjusted 
total income) dropped about two points 
for the people under $2,000 and stayed 
even for the $2,000-$4,000 bracket. 


The reason, says the Census study, is 


the money these groups got in what are 
called "transfer payments," like Medi- 
care and Social Security. In these cases, 
people pay special taxes but get back 
directly related benefits. Income tax cuts 
eased the load of these rising special 
taxes for low-income groups.

Military Doctors Are Optimistic For Gls On Heroin 


by RAY CROMLKY 


Some military medical men here are 


cautiously optimistic that the GI heroin 
problem will turn out to be much more 
manageable than they had thought, less 
of a problem by far than publicized sta- 
tistics would seem to indicate. Frag- 
ments of evidence back this optimism. 


Heroin tests for servicemen departing 


Vietnam suggest that around 5.2 per cent 
of those checked have some heroin in 
their system. But the military's admit- 
tedly limited experience to date is that 
almost one-third of these are negative 
when rechecked by more thorough meth- 
ods. (The 5.2 per cent includes, for ex- 
ample, those with some narcotics In their 
system from normal medication.) 


But there are other reasons for optim- 


ism. There's a belief that most of the 
remaining positives will not end up as 
addicts. 


A Department of Defense physician 


says: 


"It is believed by many of us that 


there are three elements which contrib- 
ute to heroin use — availability of the 
drug, susceptible personality, and undue 
stress, including pressure from one's 
peers. 


"We are hoping that when these young 


men get back into the United States, 
most will find they are under far less 
stress. And with heroin costing what it 
does In this country, we can say that for 
most of the men it won't be readily avail- 
able. That means that two, of what we 


believe to be the three causative factors 
will be eliminated. 


"This will leave perhaps mainly the 


young man with severe personality prob- 
lems. 


"This, of course, is very serious for the 


serviceman concerned. But medical ex- 
perience would seem to indicate that this 
would add up to a very small percentage 
of those tested." 


As of now, it may be impossible to de- 


termine whether this optimism is justi- 
fied. It normally takes a year's follow-up 
to determine whether a man is off heroin 
for good or not. And this will be almost 
impossible in the case of most returning 
Gls. Though a serviceman who has been 
taking heroin may elect to extend his 


military duty in order to be treated, few 
thus far have done so. Most want out 
immediately. 


Legislation now pending in Congress 


would permit the military services to 
keep men in service involuntarily an ad- 
ditional 30 days for treatment. This is not 
enough time to insure cure. It can only 
start the ball rolling medically and give 
the military time to convince the GI that 
he'd be better off opting for the further 
time needed for full treatment. 


The hope is here that a serviceman 


who serves the added 30 days will be suf- 
ficiently impressed with the results to 
stay on voluntarily even longer, until 
treatment is completed.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Probably 
the 


most spectacular local economic ex- 
pansion drive in history, Puerto Rico's 
"Operation Bootstrap," is entering its 
third decade with new laurels. 


For example, in the last few years pro- 


duction of electronics firms on the island 
has jumped to $100 million a year. 


Started during the days when Luis Mu- 


noz Marin still was political ruler of the 
commonwealth Operation Bootstrap has 
brought two thousand new businesses to 
Puerto Rico and increased the island's 
annual Gross National Product 
from 


$750-million to $4.6 billion. 


It has raised per capita income from 


$179 to $1.426 and has created 110,000 new 
steady jobs on the island. 


BUT. 
ACCORDING to the Puerto Ri- 


can Economic Development Adminis- 
tration, one of the most significant points 
about Operation Bootstrap is that it has 
created more jobs on the mainland than 
in Puerto Rico. That's because large por- 
tions — 90 per cent in the case of elec- 
tronics — of the output of Puerto Rico's 
new plants come to the United States as 
components of products completed in 
American mainland factories. Also, a 
substantial portion of the basic elements 
and raw materials for Puerto Rican in- 
dustry is bought on the mainland. 


For this reason, organized labor on the 


mainland never has criticized seriously 
the 100 per cent Puerto Rican tax ex- 
emption that, along with the island's low 
direct labor costs (about 60 per cent of 
those on the mainland), has attracted so 
many firms to the commonwealth If it 
were not for Puerto Rico. Japan and 
Hong Kong would Eet the1* jobs. 


The tax exemptions commonly run for 


10 to 17 years depending on location of 


the plant. Puerto Rican officials say the 
•firms do not pull up stakes and leave 
when their tax exemptions run out but 
stay and pay taxes — "often they have 
expanded their plants and obtained new 
exemptions on the expanded facilities." 


PUERTO RICAN officials say com- 


monwealth income sales, real estate 
taxes and excise taxes paid by the work- 
ers and customers and suppliers of the 
exempt plants amount to much more 
than the waived taxes on the factories. 
Puerto Rico is exempt from the federal 
income and direct federal excise taxes. 


The Development 
Administration, 


known on the island by its Spanish name, 
Fomento, was a spectacular success 
from the start and its activity has result 
in an annual compounded growth rate of 
more than 10 per cent in the com- 
monwealth's industry. 


In the early years, Fomento naturally 


went after labor intensive industries such 
as textiles, footwear and gadget manu- 
facturing in order to create jobs fast for 
the poor. 


But Fomento was spectacularly suc- 


cessful in attracting sophisticated, capi- 
tal intensive business, too. Petrochemic- 
al Investments in Puerto Rico alone have 
amounted to $700 million. 


In spite of the great success of Oper- 


ation Bootstrap, Puerto Rico still has an 
unemployment rate of 10 to 12 per cent in 
most years, twice that of the mainland. 
This forces a lot of migration to the 
mainland of Puerto Ricans seeking work. 


"In the coming decade," said a Fo- 


mento spokesman in New York, "We 
hope to supplant Operation Bootstrap 
with Operation Lift Off, an accelerated 
rate of progress that will cut Puerto 
Rico's jobless rate to or below the na- 
tional average and again raise per capita 
income substantially." 


Management Consultant Believes So-In Modified Form 
Freeze To Be Extended? 


Wage and price controls in a modifified 


form will be extended beyond the 90-day 
period set by President Nixon, manage- 
ment consultant George S. Swope pre- 
dicted at this week's meeting of the 
Northwest Industrial Council held in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"The President may need some enabl- 


ing legislation to do this," Swope said. 
He discussed the outcome of the wage- 
price freeze and management personnel 
in attendance. 


Swope said some form of controls will 


have to be extended beyond the 90-day 
period to curb cost-push inflation caused 
by rising wages, prices and government 
spending. He noted that Treasury and 
Labor Department officials plan to con- 
fer with representatives of labor, in- 
dustry, agriculture, state and local gov- 
ernment and consumers in setting up the 
post-freeze programs. 


IN THE MEANTIME, businesses will 


have to look to the principles of past 
practice during the controls of World 
War II and the Korean War, Swope said. 
In addition, they must consider equitabil- 
ity and supportability, he said. Supporta- 
bility is the use of formal wage and sala- 
ry plans or other guidlines to justify 
wage or price changes, Swope said. 


He believes that the government will 


seek flexibility within limits in its new 
guidelines for a controlled economy. It 
will be difficult to break inflation be- 
cause of built-in inflexibility in labor con- 
tracts, Swope said. 


Big labor is dominated by a few large 


industry units who set the pattern for 
others, Swope said. Labor has the upper 
hand in negotiations he said, noting that 
even GM could not bargain meaningfully 


with labor groups. 


The long-term inflexible contracts may 


make it difficult to keep future negotia- 
tions within limits, Swope said. The best 
solution to cost-push inflation is probably 
not in the stiff wage-price controls of Ko- 
rean War Vintage or the jawboning ef- 
forts that are usually unsuccessful he 
added. 


He sees the best possibility as a wage 


review board first introduced this year 
for the construction industry. This could 
take the form of a review board for each 
of the major industries such as steel he 
said. Labor unions officials have already 
suggested that any such board should in- 
clude labor, business and government 
representatives. 


"IF THIS projection turns out to be 


true we may have controls with us 
for some years to come," Swope said. 
Questions on retroactive pay increases, 
merit raises, industry pay increase pat- 
terns and others will have to be an- 
swered he said. 


Modified controls are likely to continue 


since labor unions cannot be relied upon 
to stop competing for higher benefits 
Swope said. He predicts that public opin- 
ion will eventually pressure the govern- 
ment to control labor unions as monopo- 
listic business is controlled. "With for- 
eign competition we can no longer af- 
ford the luxury of runaway prices," he 
said. 


He noted that high labor costs in the 


US have are an incentive for greater au- 
tomation and have; driven many manu- 
facturing companies abroad. 


Swope is a founder of Manplan Con- 


sultants, a management consulting firm. 
He was previously director of industrial 
relations and organization planning for 
the SCM Corp. and for the Crane Co.

"electronic watchdogs" can slash losses 
up to 90 per cent, Fuss argues. Tying the 
watchdogs in with a total protection sys- 


tem can show enough savings to pay for 
the entire setup in a year or two. 


Electronic 
watchdogs range 
from 


elaborate closed-circuit television net- 
works to an innocent-looking wire that 
radiates an electromagnetic field. Any- 
one coming near the wire triggers an 
alarm. The wire can protect anything — 
a desk, a safe, a cabinet, even an entire 
room. 


Other watchdogs include motion-detec- 


tion devices that can spot an intruder 100 
feet away; audio-detectors that work like 
long-range hearing aids, and radar sets 
that howl if anyone gets into a protected 
area.

Universal Oil Products Co., based in 


Des Plames, reported an operating loss 
of $3.725.000, or 57 cents a share on gross 
revenues of $190,042,000. for the 
six 


months ended June 30. 


The report reflects booking anticipated 


losses of UOP's Procon construction sub- 
sidiary and the asccrtainable losses of 
the Aerospace Division, adversely affect- 
ed in part by general economic decline in 
the aerospace industry. 


In addition to the charges reserved at 


the end of 1970, Procon experienced addi- 
tional losses on a major refinery protect 
in Quebec, which was bid in late 1%B and 
will be completed In the near future. The 
bulk of the additional losses have been 
caused by labor difficulties involving a 
governmental decree issued in January, 
imposing certain wage parities and bene- 
fits. A serious loss of labor efficiency re- 
sulted from union dissatisfaction with 
this decree as well as from severe 
weather conditions prevalent early this 
year, the firm snid.

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Eyes Not Overused, Often Abused 


by DAVID HENDIN 


NEW YORK - You may often com- 


plain that your eyes feel tired, that they 
ache, feel gritty or heavy, or that you 
can't see as well as you used to. 


If so, you're probably suffering from a 


form of astenopia, visual discomfort, and 
you ought to have your eyes seen to by a 
specialist — and soon. 


"The eyes were meant to be used, not 


abused." explains Dr. Alden Haffner, ex- 
of New York, and a consultant to the 
Society of Visual Care. 


"One should not have a feeling of fear 


that he is overusing his eyes. He is not 
overusing them. The eyes are 
used 


throughout the entire waking day. There 
is no such thing as overusing them. On 
the other hand, if one is reading in poor 
illumination, or is out in the sunshine on 
the beach and there is a great deal of 
glare, and he doesn't protect his eyes 
from it, that's abuse," Dr. Haffner says. 


The optometrist says that except for 


a relatively few instances, "people do not 
really suffer from headaches that have 
visual cause." More often, it is a feeling 
of uneasiness and not a full-blown head- 
ache. If the problem 
continues un- 


checked it can. however, turn to a head- 
ache as well as more serious problems. 


Among the common problems that can 


cause visual discomfort are farsighted- 
ness, nearsightedness or astigmatism, 
where one eye doesn't focus properly. 


Or. the visual problem may not be in 


one eye or the other, but in the coordina- 
tion of both eyes together. A patient may 
be farsighted in one eye and nearsighted 
in the other, or he may favor and thus 
use one eye over the other. 


Just because a person sees his eye doc- 


tor one year doesn't mean that none of 
these problems will be present the next. 
Dr. Haffner explains, "These can devel- 
op over the years. On the other hand, it's 
quite possible that the individual has had 
the problem over the years, but he has 
adapted to his problem. Suddenly he will 
wake up one day and say, 'You know, I 
can't see clearly.' 


"It's not a matter of a problem arriv- 


ing on the scene, it has been there. The 
ability to overcome the visual problem 
has decreased," Dr. Haffner says. 


Visual discomfort can also come from 


disturbances in depth perception, color 
vision or other problems in perceiving 
space, distance and direction. 


"It is very difficult to diagnose these 


problems by oneself. And simple vis- 
ual tests such as the Snellen Chart you 
read when you were in school weren't 
much help either," Dr. Haffner says. 
First of all. the Snellen Chart has very 
little diagnostic value, and secondly, 
youngsters routinely memorize the lines 
of letters instead of reading them, he ex- 
plains. 


Because the individual is the person 


least able to make judgment on the

health of his eyes, the Socidty for Visual 
Care recommends that a person have his 
eyes examined once a year to age 20, 
every two years between 20 and 40, and 
once a year after 40 years of age. 


Further, Dr. Haffner 
warns, 
"One 


should not self-prescribe medicine for the 
eye on the basis of what he thinks is 
wrong with him." He was referrng to 
the dozens of different brands of eye 
drops on the over-the-counter (OTC) 
market. 


Referring to a common television com- 


mercial for one brand of eye drops, Dr. 
Haffner asks, "What about 'getting the 
red out'? Why is the eye red to begin 
with? Is it allergy or infection that 
should be treated immediately? Does the 
person have a foreign body in the eye? A 
person cannot make that kind of judg- 
ment for himself." 


"This is not like taking aspirin for a 


headache," he adds to emphasize the po- 
tential dangers. For example, if a person 
is prone to glaucoma, an eye disease 
characterized by an abnormal pressure 
build-up inside the eye, and he uses cer- 
tain types of eyedrops, he could precipi- 
tate a glaucoma attack and damage his 
eyes permanently. 


What about using eyedrops when a per- 


son* has someething in bis eye? 


"If you can't get it out by washing 


your eye with plain water, or by moving 
the upper lid over the lower lid, you 
should get professional help. Suppose it's 
a small sliver of glass or a piece of met- 
al.. By rubbing it or fooling with your 
eye you may further imbed the particle 
and cause more damage than by the for- 
eign body being there in the first place," 
he explains. 


The emergency room of your local hos- 


pital is probably the best place to go for 
such treatment. 


A sock in the face, or a poke in the eye 


can also cause visual discomfort. 


"Every poke in the eye is a potentially 


serious one. Obviously if there is no pain 
and no redness or blood, and the individ- 
ual gets over it in a few moments there 
is nothing to worry about. But the per- 
son, or parent, should watch the eye for 
the next few hours and if there is any 
problem, professional help is indicated."

Several nearby orchards invite you to pick your own bushel 
bosket full. 


BYSTRICKY'S ORCHARD - 4202 N. Rt. 47, five miles north of 


Woodstock, III. Picking will begin Sept. 18 for Jonathans, Sept. 25 for 
Red Delicious and Oct. 2 for Golden Delicious. Hours are Saturday 
and Sunday from 9am. until sundown. Ready picked apples are also 
sold. Children are welcome to enjoy all the apples they can eat while 
here, says Mr. Bystricky, but he isn't responsible for stomach aches! 


HEINZ ORCHARD - Atkinson Road, % mile north of Rt. 176, 


east of Libertyville, III. Golden Delicious apples will be ready to pick 
Oct. 9. Hours are from sunrise to sunset on weekends only. Pickers are 
asked not to throw apples or shake tree branches while in the orchard.

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Dear E-vothy: Seems to me there is a 


way to wash yellowed walls, and that 
bleach is in the mixture. But what's the 
proper way to mix up such a solu- 
tion?—Mrs. Richard Vonnahme. 


You're smart to be voicing caution 


about mixing bleach. All housewives 
ought to keep in mind that chlorine 
bleach is a dangerous product. When 
treated with respect, it does wonders 
Part of that respect is to be sure the 
area one works in has good ventilation 
If it seems to be getting to you, stop, get 
some fresh air, rest and then start again. 


Anyway, one mix is to use one cup 


bleach to two cups warm water (rubber 
gloves, of course) applying with a swatch 
of terry cloth, rinsing, then rubbing dry. 
For a badly yellowed door, I tried 
straight bleach as the liquid, applying it 
with a piece of terry cloth on which I 
rubbed some of the well-known pumice 
soap. Did a small area at a time, rinsed 
and rubbed dry. Doing this kind of job 


(either way) is like going through a tro- 
pical storm, but the end product justifies 
all the care and effort.

To tnlk tn her, you would never know 


there was any depression in her house, 
but there is — hundreds of pieces! She is 
Mrs. 
Marvin Meltzer of Mount Prospect, 


and she collects that adolescent of the 
antiques world, Depression Glass. First 
called "tank glass." the term "Depres- 
sion" has come to mean any of the in- 
expensive 
machine-molded 
glasswares 


made during the late '20s and '30s, main- 
ly in this country, sold through depart- 
ment, gift aTid to-cent store outlets. 


During the 'Ws and '50s, it languished 


in basements and attics, no longer in 
style, but too pretty to throw away, and 
suddenly, it was rediscovered, in the 
south and southwest part of the country 
especially. For some reason, this collec- 
ting bua has reversed the usual trend 
and has traveled south to north. It has 
been gaming steadily in popularity in our 
area over the past five years. 


Depression Glass is an all-encompass- 


ing term Although it covers roughly the 
decade of the 'ws. sopie patterns date 
back to the '2i)s. A few pieces were hand- 
molded, but the bulk of the ware being 
sought today H by the relatively new 
technique of m;is< production known as 
machine molding. 


BY FAR THE greater part of the pro- 


duction was colored — all shades of pink, 
green, blue, yellow, deeper colors of bur- 
gundy, cnhalt. purple and some frosted, 
opalescent and opaque. Clear, or color- 
less. i< somewhat of a rarity. 


The colored wares sold in the old days 


for pennies, and I remember standing in 


'Round 
^ The 
Corner 


front of the store counter in my little 
home town, clutching my 25 cents Christ- 
mas spending money, trying to make a 
decision between the 5-cent pickle dish in 
pink or the divided yellow relish dish, 
which was 10-cents — almost beyond my 
budget! Often the retail outlets adver- 
tised a four-place setting (20 pieces) for 
SI.99, and it is reported that the Kresge 
Company sold nearly 100 carloads of the 
popular "Miss America" pattern in less 
than one year. 


With all the millions of pieces made, it 


would seem that many would be extant, 
but it was a frail, brittle glass, unable to 
stand extremes of temperature, so that a 
great deal was lost with breakage. There 
is still enough of it around to make col- 
lecting fun, and with luck, it can be pur- 
chased very reasonably, although some 
pieces at shops and shows have greatly 
inflated prices. The publication of sev- 
eral books on the subject has led the 
prices upward. 


MRS. 
MELTZER deplores this trend 


and refuses to pay the high prices asked 
by some dealers who should know better. 
After all, Depression Glass was never a 
high quality product, and to price it in 
league with fine crystal or cut glass, or 
with true antiques, defeats the purpose of 
this newest fun collectible. 


Mrs. 
Meltzer picked up her first piece 


of Depression Glass about 17 years ago 
at the Maxwell Street market in Chicago, 
"because she liked it," and about four 
years ago began a serious search. She 
studies the patterns, then labels and 
records her 
purchases 
methodically. 


Recently, she has been taking pictures of 
her groupings, with the intention of work- 
ing up a slide picture program on the 
subject. 


One thing I've noticed about collectors 


is what might be called their "joie d' 
vivre." They are interested and inter- 
esting, and you won't find them moping 
about the house bored. Usually their fas-

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Fall Planting Can Be Right For Roses Too 


There's a springtime sort of pleasure 


this season of the year for gardeners who 
discover that autumn is a good time to 
begin growing roses. Wherever winter 
temperatures rarely go below zero, fall 
planting is right for roses of most types. 


The American Association of Nursery- 


men has provided some suggestions on 
the subject which will contribute to the 
success of the planting and the future 
beauty of the plants. 


Choose the location of the rose bed 


with care, advise the nurserymen. Put 
the roses where you can see them 
frequently, enjoy them intimately, and 
care for them conveniently. Plant them 
as far as possible from any big shrubs or 
trees. Roses need privacy, because they 
just can't compete with other roots for 
the moisture and food they need to sur- 
vive. 


ROSES LIKE THE sunlight for about 


six hours — at least for half the day. 
Morning sun seems best, and some types 
of roses burn or bleach under hot after- 
noon sun.

Daffs Are Billies 
For Problem Spots 


Who doesn't have a problem spot in the 


garden? 


Here is a suggestion as to how to make 


that area a thing of beauty next Spring 
- plant daffodils this Fall. Of all the 
Spring-flowering bulbs, daffodils are just 
about the most adaptable for planting in 
different locations. 


You can plant them in sun or shade. 


They are happy near water or on a rock 
ledge. They are perfect against a wall or 
you can cluster them in rough grass or 
beneath a tree or shrub. Interplant them 
among rock garden plants or in the per- 
ennial border Or, make an entire bed of 
daffodils 
alone 
Wherever you plant 


them, they will flourish. 


For each problem spot in your garden 


you can choose a different kind or color 
of daffodil. Today, daffoldils come in 
delicate pinks and combinations, such as 
bright orange cups set off against lemon- 
yellow or frosty white petals, as well as 
the traditional sun-yellow. 


In addition to the regular standard 


varieties, you will want to plant some 
that are less familiar to multiply your 
Spring garden pleasure. 


The Trumpet daffodil is second only to 


the tulip a.s the image that says "Spring" 
to most people. Trumpets are excellent 
for use in the garden borders and out- 
standing for naturalizing among 
tall 


grass or clumped among shrubs or under 
trees. 


Other excellent choices for the garden- 


er planting a panorama of color next 
Spring are the Tazetta and Poeticus daf- 
fodils. Picture thick clusters of flowers 
on a single stem and you have the Ta- 
zettas. Poeticus daffodils have flowers 
with large white petals and a shallow 
cup that is edged brightly with orange or 
red. 


By far, daffodils are one of the best 


garden investments. The bulbs you plant 
this Fall will not only bloom next Spring 
but for many Springs to come. 


All you do is plant daffodils six inches 


deep and six inches apart. Water them 
well after planting and let Nature do the 
rest. 


Jardiniere Tip 


When shopping for planters or jardi- 


nieres to enhance your present or new 
collection of house plants for Fall, it's 
wise to select them large and sturdy 
enough to accommodate plants in clay 
pots. 


The porosity of clay pots, in which 


most plants are grown by professionals, 
is vital to house plant health because it 
permits automatic leaching out of excess 
water and salts and supplies plant roots 
with needed exchange of oxygen.

The planting hole should be 15 to 18 


inches wide for each rose plant, even if 
the roots don't look as though they re- 
quire that much space. The depth of the 
hole should be just enough to bring the 
bud union (the bulge where the main 
stem starts) 
about level with the 


surface soil. 


In the center of the bottom of the hole 


there should be a mound of soil over 
which the roots of the plant will be 
spread. Hold the bush in the center of the 
hole and spread the roots out, then work 
in fine soil until the hole is about half full 
and press it down firmly. Pour in half a 
bucket of water around each bush, and 
when it settles replace the rest of the 
soil. 


THE CONTINUING care required by 


roses is mainly food and water. A 
"complete" plant food, high in phos- 
phorus, is recommended. The American 
Association of Nurserymen warns that 
the lawn fertilizers, with their high nitro- 
gen content results in tender wood and 
short-lived blooms. 


The water is even more important than 


food. Ideally, roses should get about an 
inch of rainfall a week, and if nature 
doesn't do the job be sure that you do. 


Later this year you'll want to "winte- 


rize" your roses. In the case of bushes, 
that means preparing a hill of soil 
banked against the base of the plant to a 
height of 8 to 10 inches. If you have tree 
roses, wrap the top in burlap and the 
trunk in heavy paper. 


Plant your roses now for the fun of it, 


then watch beauty happen next spring.

How Did Your Lawn 
Stack Up This Year 


How did your lawn stack up in your 


neighborhood this summer? Was it the 
best-looking — a green carpet from 
spring to fall? Or was the grass greener 
on the other side of the fence? 


If you were less-than-satisfied with 


your lawn, now is the time to do some- 
thing about it. Fall is the ideal time to 
reseed parts of established lawns, to es- 
tablish new lawns — and to fertilize both. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


says good lawns are fertilized at least 
twice-a-year — once in the fall and once 
in the spring with light fertilization dur- 
ing the summer if you want a green lawn 
all season. 


FALL FEEDING strengthens lawn 


grasses to withstand winter weather and 
thicken turf. Fall fertilization lasts into 
spring and gives your lawn an early 
boost for growth, gives it a jump on 
weeds and insects, too, 


You may fertilize lawns anytime be- 


fore snow falls, but the sooner the better, 


because lawn grasses can make more 
use of the extra plant food in building 
strong winter - resistant root systems. 
An application of fertilizer now gives 
your lawn that healthy, green look well 
into the winter months. 


Modern lawn fertilizers are high-quali- 


ty and easy to use. Apply when the grass 
is dry. Then water the lawn to wash fer- 
tilizer off grass and into the soil. You can 
reseed bare or thin places at the same 
time. 


YOUR LAWN and garden supplier or 


fertilizer dealer can help you determine 
the right fertilizer application for your 
lawn. As a general rule, however, the 
U.S. 
Department of Agriculture recom- 


mends 20 to 30 pounds of lawn fertilizer 
for each 1,000 square feet of lawn. 


Remember, good lawns are fertilized 


at least twice-a-year . . . once in the fall, 
once in the spring. Start now with a fall 
fertilizer 
application for a 
greener, 


healthier-looking, more enjoyable lawn. 


Gardening enthusiasm .gets a boost 


with cool and pleasant fall evenings, and 
that's fortunate because this is a busy 
season for outside living areas. Autumn 
activity can include planting, some prun- 
ing, transplanting, planning, potting, pre- 
paring for whiter protection, and a host 
of other rewarding projects. 


Some suggestions offered by the Amer- 


ican Association of Nurserymen may as- 
sist home gardeners in scheduling their 
recreation time. 


Fall is an important planting season, 


for example, for a number of things from 
bulbs to evergreens. Plants should have 
time to put down roots before the weath- 
er turns too cold. It's a favorable time to 
begin new lawns or renovate old ones. 
Bulbs go into the ground now. Create a 
rose bed this season. New perennials can 
be planted pretty soon. 


IT'S THE TIME of year to make some 


changes, if you wish. Chrysanthemums 
that you have been growing in a row in 
the vegetable or cutting garden can be 
moved into the perennial border for au- 
tumn display. The old perennial flower 
beds can be rejuvenated. 


If you will be planting tulip bulbs, the 


nurserymen have an interesting sugges- 
tion. If moles, field mice or chipmunks 
are a nuisance, try planting the bulbs 
inside wire cages. 


All the houseplants that were kept out- 


side during the summer are due to be 
moved into the house this time of year. 
Repot those that have outgrown their 
pots and give all an application of fertili- 
zer. 


And fall is clean-up time. Nothing 


should be left in flower beds, shrub bor-

Trees have a greater influence on the 


beauty of your landscape than any other 
single plant. 


To function properly, trees should pro- 


vide shade in summer, protection from 
wind in winter, and improve property ap- 
pearance the year around, says the Or- 
namental Growers Association of North- 
ern Illinois. 


The list of trees which are hardy in

what is hardy in the Midwest generally, 
since our climate is not a carbon copy of 
any other climate surrounding a Midwes- 
tern metropolitan area.

Prepare Super Soil In Your Backyard 


Don't throw away those fall leaves, 


coffee grounds, banana peels, tea leaves, 
lawn mowings, even vacuum cleaner 
fluff Put it on the compost heap! You'll 
have a richer garden next year. 


All you'll need to begin your own com- 


post heap is a bottomless bin made of 
boards of chicken wire that will be large 
enough to hold the vegetable waste. A 
bin 6 feet by 6 feet will be adequate for a 
garden of half an acre. 


Pile the soft waste material in the 


heap until it is about 6 to 8 inches deep. 
If it is dry, water it down until it is thor- 
oughly moist. Add a thin layer of soil for 
activator to stimulate the rotting pro- 
cess If natural materials aren't avail- 
able your nursery or garden center will 
have commercially prepared products. 


CONTINUE THIS process — layers of 


waste material and activator — until the 
pile is 4 to 6 feet tall. A productive heap 


should be moist as well as warm, and to 
help create these conditions rake the 
top of the heap to a slightly concave 
shape so it will catch rainwater. 


The final step is to cover over the en- 


tire compost pile with a layer of soil 
about 6 inches deep. This acts to re- 
tain the necessary heat, encouraging the 
breakdown of the proteins and carboh>- 
drates inside.

plant them right away. Dig a hole 3 
inches deep — that is deep as a coffee 
cup — and put the bulb in the bottom 
wih the pointed end up Then fill the 
hole and water your planted bulb 


You can plant crocuses almost any- 


where Thcv will grow in the sun and 
they will also grow where it is shady 
Mom or Dad may have some places 
where they would like some crocus bulbs 
planted so perhaps you should ask them 
first before you start digging holes 


Next Spring,- when it is still cold 


enough to wear a heavy coat, your cro- 
cuses will start to push their heads above 
the ground. And when they bloom . . . 
Wow! All the kids will be jealous of your 
flowers — maybe even Mom and Dad. 


But, 
to have those crocuses blooming 


next Spring you must plant them this 
Fall, before the ground freezes. 


*Parents, if your children arc not old 


enough to read, you are allowed to pass 
this information on to (hem. And also, 
crocuses in drifts of a hundred or so 
scattered throughout the garden are a 
Spring festival of color that make them 
grown-ups' flowers too.

As Hersey pilot Joe Gliwa prepares for

years. The two heated rivals will go at it 
again tonight at 8:00 on Maine West's 
home field in Des Plaines 


The Cardinals from 
Arlington have 


won the past three contests by 26-7 in 
1970. 
1<W) in 1969 and 26-0 in 1968 In two 


of the three seasons, the Cards have used 
Maine West as a springboard to unde- 
feated seasons — in 1968 and 1970. 


In fact, n9 Maine West grid team ever 


fielded has beaten Arlington. The only 
other time the two teams met was in 1966 
when the Warriors ruined Arlington's 
perfect season with a 14-14 tie. 


Arlington has not lost a game since No- 


vember of 1969 and will bring an eight- 
game winning streak into the contest. 
Maine West has not won a game since 
early October of 1970. 


That is all in the past, however. 
Tonight is a new ballgame, a new sea- 


son, a new leaf, a new mold of ex- 
citement — as it always is on Opening 
Day. 


The Cardinals have been an awesome- 


ly powerful running team in two of the 
last thre't years but this season Arlington 
will rely more heavily on the passing 
game. It's not that the running game is 
any weaker this fall, it's just that the 
passing (that by Terry Ormsbee) and the 
catching 
(particularly 
that 
of 'Mike 


Cleveland) appears so potent. 


For many years, influenced by the dis- 


ciplined football professed 
by former 


Maine coach Ken Olson, the Warriors 
have been a running team with the pass- 
ing game tucked away somewhere only 
to be brought out in times of desperation, 
which did not come often with Olson at 
the helm. 


This year, because of the same reasons 


as Arlington's, the Warriors will be 
throwing the ball much more often. 
Maine West has a pair of nifty throwers 
in Frank Mitchell (the starting quarter- 
back) and Jeff Kalb (the backup) and a 
horde of persons who can catch the ball. 


It would not be surprising if the ball 


was put into the air 40 times altogether 
tonight which should come close to the 
total the ball has been airborne in the 
other four meetings. 


The lines, as always, will play an im- 


portant role tonight. 


Arlington coach Bob Walther has had 


to build his line nearly from scratch but 
it should be formidable 
nonetheless. 


Cleveland and Dave Sherrow will be at 
the ends, Ron St. John and Dave Kubik 
will be at the tackles. Tom Johnstin and 
Greg Watland will man the guard posi- 
tions and Dean Powell will be the center. 


Joining Ormsbee in the backfield will 


by Bill Welton, Jim Locascio and Steve 
Frankovic, a trio of runners whose talent 
should keep the game from being com- 
pletely an aerial show. Welton averaged 
8 4 yards per carry a year ago. 


Maine West coach Al Carstens will 


have Craig Zaleski and Doug Dalbke at 
the ends, Dave Rumzis and Dave Dora 
at tackles, Jeff Liggett (a very accurate 
placekicker) and Tom Collins at guards 


and Kevin Richardson at center on his 
offensive line. 


Keeping Mitchell company in the back- 


field will be Phil Vaccerallo and Ron Sis- 
ka at halfback and Ed Mueller and Scott 
Smith alternating at fullback. All are ex- 
tremely capable of moving the ball. 


The defenses, of course, will be as 


much in the limelight as the offenses. 
Only one team scored more than one 
touchdown against Arlington last year 
but it is wondered if the Cardinals will be 


as good in 1971. Maine West, meanwhile, 
held only two opponents under 20 points 
last season but is expected to be much 
improved in that department. 


It remains to be seen, actually, which 


positions will be stronger and which will 
be weaker under the pressure of varsity 
competition. 


But that is the beauty of this strange 


game called football on Opening Day. 


It is on Opening Day that many of the

Mixon is busy these days preparing 
Phase 2 of his new economic program, 
which will take effect when the current 
wage-price freeze ends in November. 


t/nlike Phase 1. which the President 


formulated with hardly any outside help, 
Phase 2 is being fashioned through ex- 
tensive consultations with labor and busi- 
ness leaders. 


That should make the job a whole lot 


easier. 


Once the President gets the benefit of 


their thinking, he undoubtedly will have 
a clear picture of what the next step in 
the overhaul of the economy should be 


Here, as best I can determine, are the 


present positions held by labor and busi- 
nesses with respect to Phase 2: 


LABOR — Lift freeze on wages but re- 


tain freeze on prices and extend it to cov- 
er profits and interest as well. Drop the 
proposed 10 per cent investment tax 
credit for business. Enlarge the sched- 
uled individual income tfix cut and make 
if retroactive to 1932. 


Business — Lift freeze on prices but 


retain freeze on wages and impose mora- 
torium on strikes. Postpone individual in- 
come tax cut until 19B8. Expand proposed 
investment tax credit to 15 per cent and 
make it retroactive to 1921. 


If, after weighing these recommenda- 
tions, the President still is in some doubt 
as to what he should do, other forms of 
assistance will be available, 


One of the most reliable methods of 


reaching a decision of this sort is the 
ever-popular, time-test presidential com- 
mission approach. 


HE WOULD simply appoint a commis- 


sion to study the problem and report 
back its findings. The commission, natu- 
rally, would be composed of business and 
labor leaders. 


As a last resort in making up his mind, 


the President might want to bring a 
third party into the deliberations — 
someone who would represent consumer 
interests. 


This could be either the president of a 


large corporation or the head of a large 
union. 


The consumer position on Phase 2, as 


best it can be reckoned at this point, is: 


Cut all prices 10 per cent; cut all re- 


pair bills 10 per cent; cut individual 
taxes 10 per cent; cut interest 10 per 
cent; repeal all import duties, quotas 
and restrictions to increase the avail- 
ability of cheap foreign goods. 


Or the President could just skip Phase 


2 entirely and move along to Phase 3.

The heart 
may be beating perfectly normal and 
then suddenly it starts beating much fas- 
ter tf the rate is very fast, the heart 
doesn't function properly as a pump and 
one develops symptons 


You are right, it certainly makes a 


person anxious and thi.s does add to the 
problem Despite the discomfort, unless 
there are other problems such disturb- 
ances are not likely to be damaging 
The) cau.se more trouble in olrler people 
because heart disease is usually also pre- 
sent I -saw many pilots and even astro- 
naut candidates with this problem, so it 
can and often does occur in people who 
;ire otherwise healthy. 


For frequent attacks, it i.s wise to give 


medicine — these medicines belong to 


or have the same actions as quinidine. 
They decrease the irritability of the 
heart muscle making it less likely to 
have such rapid rates. Not everyone tol- 
erates these medicines well so doctors 
are reluctant to give them to patients 
who have very few attacks. Of course 
any patient who has such episodes must 
he thoroughly studied to be certain they 
don't have some other problem, like an 
overactive thyroid gland that can be 
causing the trouble. One irate reader 
wrote to inform me they are caused by 
low blood sugar. This is only one of 
many causes (and not a very common 
one). If it were that simple the exam- 
ination and treatment would be easy. 


PRESSING ON THE eyeballs will stop 


the attacks, in some cases. This is a re- 
flex action. The nerves from the eyes 
send a signal to the brain and stimulate 
the vagus nerve to send a powerful sig- 
nal to the heart and can slow the heart 
markedly. When it works, the rapid rate 
stops abruptly, as you have described. 
The same effect can be accomplished by 
pressure over the neck (over the carotid 
artery). This procedure should only be 
done by a doctor since it can cause prob- 
lems.

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Carlson Gets 2 
Months Back Pay, 
Dismissal Upheld 


David L. Carlson pained two months of 


back pay, but failed to win back his job 
as a fire fighter with Hoffman Estates 
Fire Protection Dist. 1. 


Carlson contends he was fired because 


of union activity. 


The district board of auditors Wednes- 


day night annuonced its ruling in Carl- 
son's dismissal hearing, which con- 
cluded Sept. 10. 


The auditors found Heidt guilty as 


charged of insubordination, upholding his 
dismissal. However, the board ruled that 
Chief Carl Selke did not have authority 
to fire him, according to written by-laws 
and rules of the department. Because the 
chief lacked the authority, Carlson's dis- 
missal as of July 16 was voided, but the 
board 
fired him effective Wednesday 


night. 


The board had an "understanding" 


with Chief Selke that he did have author- 
ity to hire and fire employes, said Mark 


Dick, board chairman. "However, this 
was not specifically implemented in our 
rules and regulations. So in order to fol- 
low specifically our rules and regulations 
we judged that the dismissal on the July 
16 date was in error," said Dick. 


"HOWEVER, 
THE 
hearing 
board 


found that Carlson was guilty as charged 
and by his own admisson, and it was the 
opinion of the hearing board that he be 
dismissed as of Sept. 15," he concluded. 


The board also approved a resolution 


granting Heidt all back pay and benefits 
for the period between Chief Selke's fir- 
ing of Carlson and its now, the two 
months between July 16 and Sept. 15. 


Carlson alleged throughout the hear- 


ing, that opened July 23 and was contin- 
ued to last Friday, he was fired not be- 
cause of insubordination, but because he 
helped organize a union among district

It's All In A Day's Work

Henry Ford II, scion of the Ford fami- 


ly and giant of an American industry 
that builds millions of cars bearing his 
name, 
walked 
anonymously 
through 


Woodfield in Schaumburg yesterday to 
look at the new retail center, opened last 
week. 


Tall, stately and straight, he strode 


through the mall. With his full grey hair 
and blue pin striped suit, Ford appeared 
the prototype of the American industrial 
giant personified. 


Rumors of his coming were prolific, 


but few persons knew he was there as he 
walked past hundreds of shoppers . . . 
some who might have wanted to speak 
with Henry Ford II, had they known he 
was within reach. 


Fortl. board chairman of Ford Motor 


Co , came to Woodfield because the cen- 
ter is one of the prototypes for a retail 
development to be built at Fairlane, the 
old Ford family estate in Dearborn, 
Mich. 


"I think it's a great place," Ford said 


about Woodfield while walking through 
the mall with A. Alfred Taubman, board 
chairman of The Taubman Co. 


"WE'RE GOING into a shopping cen- 


ter in Dearborn, with The Taubman Co. 
Mr. Taubman is going to be our partner. 
We came down just to look around," he 
added. 


The retail center in Dearborn will be 


about three-quarters the size of Wood- 
field and a portion will be located on the 
farm where Henry Ford I was born, said 
Bill Clogg, The Taubman Co. spokesman. 


It will be contiguous to Fairlane, the 


estate the Ford family later occupied, 
now a part of the University of Mich- 
igan's Dearborn extension. 


There will be 130 stores open at Wood- 


field in 30 days, said Taubman, as the 
men walked the mall dodging 1972 model 
cars put on display by the Woodfield 
Auto Dealer's Association, 


THEY STOPPED to check out a Conti- 


nental Mark IV, then ford predicted "a 
good year" for the auto industry with the 
1972 models. "Ten million cars were sold 
in 1971," he added. 


The repeal of the excise tax proposed 


by Pres. Richard Nixon, is "a good 
thing," said the head man of the United 
States' second largest auto manufac- 
turer. 


"It's a little early for an estimate," he 


added, when asked how many 1972 cars 
will be sold. 


Tropical fish on display at Woodfield, 


where a waterfall flows overhead were 
shown to Ford and he was told how noise 
the fish make is amplified through the 
area. 


Then Ford faded into the crowd of 


shoppers and left to catch a Ford Com- 
pany plane to Atlanta ... all in a day's 
work for Henry Ford II. 


Taxes Will 


Be Lower Or 
About Same 


Next spring, High School Dist. 211 resi- 


dents will receive a tax bill that is tlie 
same or slightly less than their last 
high school tax bill. 


The Dist. 211 School Board has ap- 


p r o v e d a total tax collection of 
812,136,384. To collect this amount, school 
officials estimate they will have to levy a 
tax of $2.726 per $100 assessed valuation. 
This means a resident with a house sell- 
ing at $30,000 will pay a tax bill of ap- 
proximately $272. The revenue colled M 
in the spring of 1972 will be used in the 
1972-73 fiscal year. 


Last spring a resident with a $30 "0(. 


house paid a $273.54 tax bill. Since 195£ 
the Dist. 211 tax bill has varied only a 
few dollars. Business Mgr. James Slater 
said, "the district is committid to main- 
taining a stable tax rate." 


"Because Dist. 211 is a growing dis! :et 


you could realistically expect the tax 
rate to rise," said Slater. "But we are 
able to expand and hold the tax rate 
stable." The district pays for the con- 
struction of new schools by issuing 
bonds. The district pays the bond debt vv 
levying a bond and interest tax. This por- 
tion of the total levy has dropped from 
.459 to .456 per $100 assessed valuation in 
one year. 


THE DISTRICT will not know the ex- 


act amount of the 1972 tax rate until the 
assessed valuation of the entire district 
in 1972 is determined. The district's 1971 
assessed valuation totaled $357,000,000. 
Slater estimated the assessed valuation 
will rise to $413,000,000. 


While the tax rate is not expected to 


rise, the total amount of revenue collect- 
ed by the district will, Slater said. The 
revenue collection rises as the district 
assessed valuation rises. The 1971 reve-' 
nue collection totaled $10,286,384. This 
spring the district expects to collect 
$12,139,450. 


A breakdown of the total projected tax 


rate shows that both the education fund 
tax rate ($1.59) and the building fund tax 
rate ($.37) referendum. According to Sla- 
ter, "the district had no plans to hold a 
referendum to ask voters to approve a 
higher tax rate for these two funds." 


Other portions of the total tax rate are 


slated for the following funds: life safety, 
special education, liability insurance, 
bond and interest, transportation, Illinois 
Municipal retirement, working cash and 
rent."

He did not say what those 
problems were. 


"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by 
providing 


grants for low and 
moderate-income 


housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se- 
nior citizens throughout the state." 


"YOU SHOULD RECEIVE the same 


kind of attention, benefit and care other 
people are clamoring for, and through 
their militancy are receiving," he told 
the Extensioneers. "We want to do it be- 
fore you take to the streets like other 
groups." 


After his short speech, Schlickman 


fielded questions from 
the audience. 


Many of the questions dealt with the 
$1,500 exemption and how it works. 
Schlickman said he could not answer 
several questions involving criticism of 
social security because "I am a state 
legislator and not a Congressman or U.S.

The board authorized him to 
defend the village and commission in the 
suit. 


The confusion results from Heidi's ac- 


tions previous to his dismissal from the 
department by the commission, said Sie- 
gel. 
Heidt was granted a hearing on 


charges of conduct unbecoming a police 
officer. He waived the hearing, and when 
the commission held one anyway, de- 
clined to appear or be "represented at it. 
The commission found Heidt guilty. 


"We didn't quite trust that waiver in 


the first place," said Siegel in announc- 
ing the suit. 


Heidt was charged with misconduct by 


Police Chief Martin Conroy, who alleged 
the patrolman had stolen $1,100 worth of 
'merchandise from Sears Roebuck and 
Co., Woodfield. 


THE THEFTS allegedly occurred while 


Heidt was working on a hire-back basis 
as a security guard at Sears before the 
store opened. The former patroman was 
arrested June 29, the day before a resig- 


nation he had submitted three weeks ear- 
lier was to have taken effect. Chief Con- 
roy refused to accept the resignation af- 
ter his department arrested Heidt on 
charges of grand theft, and called for the 
commission hearing. 


The grand theft charge is an indepen- 


dent matter from the commission hear- 
ing, said Siegel. The commission finding 
has no bearing on the criminal court 
case, he said. 


The criminal charges still are pending, 


and a hearing on pre-trial motions to 
suppress evidence against Heidt is sched- 
uled for 11 a.m.

She has attempted since 1965 to 
c o n v i n c e the federal governirr i 
S c h a u m b u r g should have a fully 
equipped post office of its own, not a ren- 
ted corner of the Schaumburg Village 
Hall. Mrs. Medord and other village em- 
ployes have conducted postal business o\t 
village time for years, she has claimed, 
even to the point of devoting all the;r 
time to postal work in the pre-Christmr= 
rush. 


"I will not go through another Christ- 


mas without the assurance a post office 
will be built," said Mrs. Medford this 
spring, when she initiated a petition cam- 
paign for new facilities.

In her letter of resignation, Mrs. Med-

Cornfield's motion questions the legality 
of the hearing, claiming Carlson could 
not legally have been fired before the 
hearing was held. Cornfield also has 
questioned Dick's legal qualifications to 
hear the case, reporting Dick has not 
been reappointed to his seat on the dis- 
trict board. 


Cornfield said yesterday, after learning

Teachers' salary negotiations in High 


School Dist 214 are expected to end ear- 
ly next year because of a new profes- 
sional negotiations agreement which ex- 
plains the procedure of negotiations 


The agieement used in negotiations 


this year was more of a statement of 
philosophy," said Steve Berry, assistant 
to the Superintendent for public rela- 
tions "The new agreement, on the other 
hand, spells out in detail the steps that 
will be taken m the process of negotia- 
tions " 


The new agreement will help the two 


negotiating teams save time, according 


to Berry, because it foresees possible 
problems and sets a proccduie to follow 
to solve these problems The 1971-72 con- 
tract between the school board and the 
teachers was negotiated for six months 
before it was approved by both parties 
this month Berry said school officials 
hope negotiations next year will be re- 
solved by early summer 


"A provision in the agreement tells 


both teams how to proceed if negotia- 
tions are not completed within 80 days of 
the Jan 15 starting date," added Berry 
"Last year's agreement included no time 
limit " 


THE BOARD HAS given the teachers 


more rights in the new agreement but, 
according to board member Ray Enck- 
son, 
"the agreement does not tie the 


board's hands ' 


Before approving the new teachers' 


contract, both parties praised their fel- 
low negotiators At a recent school board 
meeting, Jack CosteUo, board president, 
said, "the thread that has run through 
the negotiations is mutual respect Nei- 
ther side has won a victory but both have 
come out successful" 


The new agreement t permits the ne- 


gotiators to go to mediation (to call in a 
third party who will listen to arguments 
and propose solutions that may or may 


not be accepted) if an impasse is 
reached If mediation does not clear the 
impasse, the negotiating teams may thpn 
go to fact finding (to call in a third partv 
who will investigate the facts presen^d 
during the negotiations and propose a so 
lution that may or may not be accepted ) 
Last year's agreement only called for 
mediation 


The new agreement does not include 


the next step in negotiations, arbitration, 
because it calls for a decision from a 
third party that must be accepted Berry 
said, "if the board accepted a ruling 
from an arbitrator it would be giving 
away the authority it was granted by the 
pubuc "

two years it i.s part of the village. But, 
according to the study, the area will 
yield a net of $369.553 to the village three 
years after annexation goes into effect. 


TRl'STEK DANIEL AHERN called for 


more information to be gathered on Citi- 
zens Utility Co., the firm that supplies 
«ater to the area 
But, trustees voted 


down a motion that would have had vil- 
lage administrative officials gather that 
information. 


Ahrrn was critical of the annexation 


proposal because it failed to take up the 
matter of Citizens Utility. He questioned 
whether residents in that area would be 
forced to buy the utility after the annexa- 
tion took place. At Ahern's request, tho 
board, in a poll, outlined its policy with 
regard to private utility firms in the vil- 
lage. That policy, agreed to by all except 
Trustee George Anderson says, "Anyone 
serviced by a private utility in Mount 
Prospect would have to buy it if it was 
rlivmed in the best interests of the vil- 
lage by the village board." 


The" unexpectedly small turnout sur- 


prised many officials there. Preparations 
had been made to move the hearing to a 
local school auditorium the next night if 
tho crowd proved to be too large for the 
village hall. But. only 35 persons ap- 
peared for the hearing. 


Teichert attributed the small turnout to 


two factors: "The pecrple in the area to 
bo annexed 
have already expressed 


themselves and are now awaiting our de- 
cision. As for the village residents, 
apparently they feel the board will base 
its judgment on sound reasoning." 


But Ahern guessed something else was 


behind the low turnout. Pointing to a fact 
sheet that had been distributed in the an- 
nexation area, he noted it indicated in- 
correctly that an election on the annexa- 
tion would be held in that area. Perhaps, 
he said, that was the reason behind the 
low turnout.

Aged Pose 
Problems: 
Schlickman 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, yesterday told local 
senior citizens the problems of the aged 
are both disturbing and challenging. 


"It is challenging to our abilities and 


imaginations to find answers to the prob- 
lems of the aged which do not neces- 
sarily stem from poverty," Schlickman 
told approximately 60 members of the 
Extensioners, a Mount Prospect senior 
citizens group. He did not say what those 
problems were. 


"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by providing 
grants for low and moderate-income 
housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se- 
nior citizens throughout the state." 


"YOU SHOULD RECEIVE the same 


kind of attention, benefit and care other 
people are clamoring for, and through 
their militancy are receiving," he told 
the Extensioneers. "We want to do it be- 
fore you take to the streets like other 
groups." 


After his short speech, 
Schlickman 


fielded questions from 
the audience. 


Many of the questions dealt with the 
$1,500 exemption and how it works. 
Schlickman said he could not answer 
several questions involving criticism of 
social security because "I am a state 
legislator and not a Congressman or U.S. 
Senator." 


One man asked if United Motor Coach

get state funds like the CTA has. United 
has cut back on its service for financial 
reasons.

"The agreement used in negotiations 


this year was more of a statement of 
philosophy." said Steve Berry, assistant 
to the Superintendent for public rela- 
tions "The new agreement, on the other 
hand, spells out in detail the steps that 
will be taken in the process of negotia- 
tions " 


The new agreement will help the two 


negotiating teams save time, according 
to Berry, because it foresees possible 
problems and sets a procedure to follow 
to solve these problems. The 1971-72 con- 
tract between the school board and the 
teachers was negotiated for six months 
before it was approved by both parties 
this month. Berry said school officials 
hope negotiations next year will be re- 
solved by early summer 


"A provision in the agreement tells 


both teams how to proceed if negotia- 
tions are not completed within 80 days of 
the Jan 15 starting date." added Berry. 
"Lait year's agreement included no time 
limit " 


THE BOARD HAS given the teachers 


more rights in the new agreement but, 
according to board member Ray Erick- 
son. 
"the agreement does not tie the 


bo-irrt's hands." 


Before approving the new teachers' 


contract, both parties praised their fel- 
low negotiators. At a recent school board 
meeting. Jack Costello, board president, 
said, "the thread that has run through 
the negotiations is mutual respect. Nei- 
ther side has won a victory but both have 
comp out successful " 


The new agreement permits the ne- 


gotiators to go to mediation 'to call in a 
third party who will listen to arguments 
and propose solutions that may or may 
not be accepted) if an impasse is 
reached II mediation does not clear the 
impasse, the negotiating teams may then 
go to fact finding 'to call in a third party 
who will investigate the facts presented 
during the negotiations and propose a so- 
lution that may or may not be accepted.) 
Last year's agreement only called for 
mediation.

Topper Is Top Man At St. Joseph

Students found a new look at St. Jo- 


seph the Worker School in Wheeling this 
fall — a lay principal and a teaching 
staff that includes only two nuns. 


The principal is John Topper, who 


comes to St. Joseph from the Middle 
School in Barrington, where he taught ju- 
nior high school social studies last year.

A construction contract for Palatine 


Hills Junior High School contingent on a 
successful Oct. 30 referendum has been 
awarded by the Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows Dist. 15 Board of Education. 


The contract, which also prohibits the 


start of construction prior to the referen- 
dum, was awarded to Kiendl Construc- 
tion Co. of Chicago, who had the low 
base bid of $2.927.672. 


If voters do not approve the transfer of 


$1 million currently budgeted for a new 
elementary school into the Palatine Hills 
building fund on Oct. 30 the contract will 
be void. 


This is one of two porposals which will 


face voters in the Oct. 30 building pro- 
gram referendum, which was formally 
set by the board last night. 


The second proposal will ask voters to 


approve $36 million in bonds for con- 
struction or site acquisition of two 28 to 
3n room elementary schools. One would 
he located in the western part of the dis- 
trict and is proposed for opening in the 
fall of 1974 The other would be in the 
northern part of the district and is pro- 
posed for opening in the fall of 1975 


"IF VOTERS GIVE us permission to 


transfer the money, we can let bids im- 
mediately." said Board Pres, Walter 
Simdling "We want to begin construction 
as soon a« wp possibly can. 


"Our junior high needs are critical. 


Right now. we have about 2,700 fifth and 
sixth grade students — more than our 
present junior high enrollment. 


"Our current junior high school space 


simply is not adequate to take care of 
the children who will be comme and 
who are already enrolled in our schools," 
Sundling continued. 


"New housing units planned for our 


area will give us even more junior high 
students. We must have classrooms 
ready for them," he stated. 


Originally it was hoped Palatine Hills

America great," he said, adding, "If you 
don't make it here, you're not trying."

"We enjoy 
home projects together, said Garcia, and 
make the most of the time we can spend 
together. Gardening and decorating our 
house at 452 Oriole Ct. is fun, not work 
for us," he added. Another interest the 
two share is Rafael's ham radio oper- 
ation. 


"I suppose I have preached too much 


about how wonderful this country is, but 
I just wanted to communicate my feel- 
ings," said Garcia. "I think the best way 
to describe America is 'acceptance.'

It's All In A Day's Work

Henry Ford II, scion of the Ford fami- 


ly and giant of an American industry 
that builds millions of cars bearing his 
name, 
walked 
anonymously through 


Woodfield in Schaumburg yesterday to 
look at the new retail center, opened last 
week. 


Tall, stately and straight, he strode 


through the mall. With his full grey hair 
and blue pin striped suit, Ford appeared 
the prototype of the American industrial 
giant personified. 


Rumors of his coming were prolific, 


but few persons knew he was there as he 
walked past hundreds of shoppers . . . 
some who might have wanted to speak 
with Henry Ford II, had they known he 
was within reach. 


Ford, board chairman of Ford Motor 


Co., came to Woodfield because the cen- 
ter is one of the prototypes for a retail 
development to be built at Fairlane, the 
old Ford family estate in Dearborn, 
Mich. 


"I think it's a great place," Ford said 


about Woodfield while walking through 
the mall with A. Alfred Taubman, board 
chairman of The Taubman Co. 


"WE'RE GOING into a shopping cen- 


ter in Dearborn, with The Taubman Co. 
Mr. Taubman is going to be our partner. 
"We came down just to look around," he 
added. 


The retail center in Dearborn will be 


about three-quarters the size of Wood- 
field and a portion will be located on the 
farm where Henry Ford I was born, said 
Bill Clogg, The Taubman Co. spokesman. 


It will be contiguous to Fairlane, the 


estate the Ford family later occupied, 
now a part of the University of Mich- 
igan's Dearborn extension. 


There will be 130 stores open at Wood- 


field in 30 days, said Taubman, as the 
men walked the mall dodging 1972 model 
cars put on display by the Woodfield 
Auto Dealer's Association. 


THEY STOPPED to check out a Conti- 


nental Mark IV, then ford predicted "a 
good year ' for the auto industry with the 
1972 models. "Ten million cars were sold 
in 1971," he added. 


The repeal of the excise tax proposed 


oy Pres. Richard Nixon, is "a gooi, 
hing," said the head man of the United 
States' second largest auto manufac- 
turer. 


"It's a little early for an estimate," he 


added, when asked how many 1972 cars 
will be sold.

shown to Ford and he was told TIOW noise 
the fish make is amplified through the 
area. 


Then Ford faded into the crowd of 


shoppers and left to catch a Ford Com- 
pany plane to Atlanta . . . all in a day's 
work for Henry Ford II.

"They are just as handsome as I re- 


membered them. They haven't changed 
a bit." 


This was the comnent of Kimball Hill 


principal Mrs. Mary Csanadi as she cir- 
culated among former- members of the 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 Board 
of Education. 


Calling herself the Pearl Mesta of the 


evening, Mrs. Csanadi greeted former 
board members as they arrived for the 
presentation of a plaque in tribute to 
past and present members of the board. 


An insittution in her own right, Mrs. 


Csanadi was selected for the task be- 
cause she is one of the few, if not the 
only, person in the district who has 
worked with all of the board members. 
She has taught in the area and been an 
administrator for 42 years. 


She reminisced about the days prior to 


consolidation with William Fremd who 
was on the Kitty Korner Board of Educa- 
tion (one of several districts which now 
comprise Dist. 15), and one of the crimi- 
nal seven board members of Dist. 15 in 
1946. 


"We furnished everything then — pen- 


cils, paper, books, desks — everything 
but a building," said Fremd. 


Located at what was called Kitty Kor- 


ner, Mrs. Csanadi said "there were three 
taverns and me. 


"We had to trade water for lights back 


then," said Fremd, who expalined tti"f. 
the school had its own well but had to 
trade for electricity. 


"I'm still trying to get the pay cut- 


back that I had to take at the time of 
consolidation," said Mrs. Csanadi. She 
explained the board cut her salary be- 
cause she was the highest paid rural 
teacher but promised her she would get 
the money the next year. 


"I remember when I personally wrote 


all the paychecks — all 10 of them," said 
Gray M. Sanborn, first president of the 
Dist. 15 board. This is the number of 
teachers there were in the district at the 
time of the consolidation of six smaller 
districts. 


"I had a pretty good idea of the growth 


that was going to take place in the 
area," said Sanborn. The immediate 
problem following consolidation was find- 
ing money so the district could accom- 
modate the growth, he expalined. 


R a y m o n d Glade, another original 


board member, echoed Sanborn's state- 
ment that the growth came as no sur- 
prise and said, "If there was any doubt it 
was soon removed in the first three 
years after consolidation." 


SANBORN SAID he could remember 


when the board met behind the counter 
at Wood Street School, the first school 
built in the area. 


Dr. R. R. Fosket, who moved to Chi- 


cago in 1950 after living in Palatine 
for 41 years, was a little more surprised 
at the growth in the area. "I am amazed 
at what I see, it is really incredible." 


Wilfred "Tubby" Muller, who served 


on the board from 1951-65, laughed as he 
remembered when the Oak Street School, 
now called the Gray M. Sanborn School, 
was built. "It was built so four or six 
classrooms could be added on and the 
board would never have to worry about 
building schools again," he explained. By 
the time he left the board in 1965, there 
were 14 schools in the district. 


Both Glade and Sanborn said one of 


the best tings they did while on the board 
was recruiting Walter Bundling to run for 
the seat being vacated by Glade. Twen- 
ty-one years later, Bundling has the 
longest record of service on the board. 
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Old Town Sewer 
System About 
Half Complete 


Work on the Old Town Sanitary Dis- 


trict's new sewer system through parts 
of Prospect Heights is about 50 per cent 
complete. 


The halfway point was reached late 


last week when sanitary sewer service to 
about 300 homes was begun. The homes 
were the last part of the project's first 
phase. 


Work has already started on the sec- 


ond and final phase. 


The start of sewer service to those 


homes had been delayed in August be- 
cause of several leaks in a trunk line 
sewer that led to the area. The homes 
affected by that delay were west of Elm- 
hurst Road, east of Dale Avenue, north 
of Camp McDonald and south of Willow 
Road. 


Richard Schuld, district superintend- 


ent, said yesterday the leaks were lo- 
cated and repaired. The system went 
into service last Friday. 


SCHt'l.D SAID that a trunk line sewer 


has been installed in the area to be cov- 


ered by the second phase of construction. 
Sometime within the next two weeks, 
more sewer line installation is scheduled 
to begin in that area. With the com- 
pletion of the second and final phase, 600 
additional homes will receive sanitary 
sewer service. 


The total number of residences to be 


served by the new system is about 1,200 
homes, plus the Sandpebble Walk con- 
dominium units, Schuld said. 


Phase One of the construction includes 


about 750 homes south of Willow Road. 
The second phase includes 450 homes 
north of Willow Road. 


The Old Town District was created in 


1988 by voter referendum. A year later 
the voters approved a $900,000 bond issue 
for the construction of the sanitary sewer 
system. 


The work which began early last year, 


is expected to be completed sometime in 
1973, Schuld said. The new system will 
replace the septic tank systems now 
being used by many in the area.

Aged Problem: Schlickman 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene 
Schliekman, 


R-Arlington Heights, yesterday told local 
senior citizens the problems of the aged 
are both disturbing and challenging. 


"It is challenging to our abilities and 


imaginations to find answers to the prob- 
lems of the aged which do not neces- 
sarily stem from poverty," Schlickman 
told approximately 60 members of the 
Extensioners, a Mount Prospect senior 
citizens group. He did not say what those 
problems were. 


"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by providing 
grants for low and moderate-income 
housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se-

In this case, your donation 
helped the people of San Jose overcome 
this impasse," he wrote. "With illiteracy 
estimated at more than 50 per cent in 
Nicaragua's total population, the need 
for more schools is urgent." 


Nicaragua, a republic, is the largest 


country in Central America and about as 
big as the State of Illinois.

Wednesday night voted to recommend 
approval of three subdivision requests. 


Approval was given to the DePaul sub- 


division which is located in the unin- 
corporated area to the west of the vil- 
lage. The area is south of Cypress, west 
of Central Avenue, north of Lincoln 
Street and east of Hickory Avenue.

any circumstance

she thinks it's necessary. Some might be 
in the middle On a matter that gets real- 
ly close to your heart, it's going to take a 
lot to change you." 


Values, he said, are primarily formed 


in the home and children take on the 
ideas of their parents. "A disciplined kid 
has disciplined parents; a rebellious kid 
has rebelliuos parents; a hippie kid prob- 
ably has a hidden hippie father," he 
.said 


The school's job, ho said, is to deal 


with the children who come in large 
numbers with divergent values and to try 
to help children build the controls they 
need to live as responsible idults. 


Children tend to test the rules set for 


them and do many things to gain the ac- 
ceptance of their groups, he said. As a 
result, "effective people in schools make 
trades — they don't bother the kids on 
some things, if the kids don't do other 
things."

Schools are most successful in main- 


taining discipline when the children and 
community are homogeneous, he said. 


"I AM CONVINCED that schools 


would have the best discipline in Men- 
nonite or Amish communities or in a hip- 
pie commune where the school is taught 
by hippies," he said. 


As communities become more diverse, 


problems grow, but, he said, schools in 
Dist. 59 still do a good job. 


Most parents, he said, hear about dis- 


cipline problems second-hand, from their 
children, and should make sure they 
check carefully on the facts before reach- 
ing conclusions. 


"I never, when I was a principal, had 


two kids come into my office with the 
same story," he said. "If you heard a 
report about a horrendous incident, you 
should remember to get more informa- 
tion." 


In terms of facts, he said, Dist, 59 


schools maintain good discipline, even if 
parents sometimes get the feeling they 
don't. "It's worth trying to picture dis- 
cipline as a heck of a lot more difficult 
than you feel it is."

"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit "Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost, 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by providing 
grants for low and moderate-income 
housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se- 
nior citizens throughout the state." 


"YOU SHOULD RECEIVE the same 


kind of attention, benefit and care other 
people are clamoring for, and through 
their militancy are receiving," he told 
the Extensioneers. "We want to do it be- 
fore you take to the streets like other 
groups." 


After his short speech, Schlickman 


fielded questions from 
the audience. 


Many of the questions dealt with the 
$1.500 exemption and how it works. 
Schlickman said he could not answer 
several questions involving criticism of 
social security because "I am a state 
legislator and not a Congressman or U.S. 
Senator." 


One man asked if United Motor Coach

has cut back on its service for financial 
reasons. 


"I assure you that as private bus com- 


panies look to the state for funds, theft 
will be increasing state control," Schlick- 
man said.

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Plan Unit Votes 
Denial Of 'Cove 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted unanimously Wednesday night 
to recommend denial of a planned devel- 
opment for Frenchmen's Cove, a 450-unit 
apartment and single family complex in 
northern Arlington Heights. 


The request for rezoning and annexa- 


tion of the about 36-acre project was 
originally heard by the Plan Commission 
in July. 1969. The commission recom- 
mended denial of the request for rezon- 
ing but the Village Board reversed that 
stand by a 4-3 vote in early 1970. 


Wednesday's hearing forced the devel- 


opers, the Illinois Central development 
company, to ask for approval of its plans 
from the commission which didn't want 
the complex in the village in the first 
place. 


The developers asked for approval to 


build the first phase of the project which 
will be on the south side of Dundee Road, 
about one-half mile east of Arlington 
Heights Road. The plans for the entire 
project include six 
condominium-type 


buildings, each four stories tall, and a 
ring of 39 single family homes 


Representatives of the developer said 


that units would be sold for about S25.noO 
for a one-bedroom unit and about $3">.ooo 
for a two-bedroom unit. They also pro- 


posed building underground parking in 
the first building of the complex. If buy- 
ers proved they would pay the additional 
expense, the developer would then con- 
struct all the buildings with underground 
parking. 


Objections to the plans as expressed by 


members of the commission included a 
lack of sufficient land being donated for 
a Dist. 21 school site, the high number of 
multi-family units for the amount of 
land, drainage problems and other items. 


A question about the legality of the en- 


tire hearing was brought up by a repre- 
sentative of the Northgate Civic Associ- 
ation and commission members. North- 
gate subdivision is in the immediate area 
of the project.

The number of broadcasting stations 


was multiplying like crazy and. despite a 
1112 communications act which gave the 
Department of Congress the right to 
regulate commercial wireless operations, 
the'-e wen- still over a thousand stations 
broadcasting over the s.nme bands.

found himself receiving not one station, 
but two or even three at a time. The 
situation was almost unbearable for the 
listener 


One effort to overcome the overlapping 


of broadcast signals and poor reception 
was the invention of the mobile trans- 
mitter. Such a transmitter could escape 
the crowded broadcasting conditions of 
the biager cilie*. by moving into the 
countryside to transmit its signal. Hope- 
fully, there uoulrt be less competition out 
there 


It was because of ju.st one such mobile 


transmitter that Mount Prospect ac- 
quired its two relics from these early 
day of radio. The relics in question are 
the two Zenith radio towers on Central 
Road, near Rand Road. 


In 1922, Zenith replaced its original 


ham station, W9ZN, with its first AM sta- 
tion, WJAZ. Ham stations were the only 
radio stations in operation prior to the 
advent of commercial broadcasting. 


Station WJAZ operated out of the old 


Edgewater Beach Hotel in Chicago Both 
its studios and transmitter were located 
at the well-known hotel. But the hotel it- 
self recently fell a victim to time and the 
wrecking ball. 


ABOUT 1921, 7ENITII set up a mobile 


transmitter in Mount Prospect. It was lo- 
cated at the Central and Rand roads site. 


This mobile transmitter had a short 


life, however, as WJAZ was sold about 
1927. "After the establishing of the net- 
works in 1926, Zenith decided there were 
enough stations on the air and sold 
WJAZ," William Nail, publicity director 
for Zenith in Chicago, said. 


Mail said as far as he knows there are 


"no present plans to take down the two 
towers." He said he doubts whether the 
towers will ever be used again for broad- 
casting purposes. "We have such very 
tall buildings in the cities which are 
more suitable for transmission use." 


"What you're talking about in Mount 


Prospect." Nail said, "is a relic of the 
very early days of radio. The towers are 
used primarily as an advertising me- 
dium now." 


Zenith still owns the towers and the 


land, which is -/oned residential, and they 
apparently plan to maintain ownership of 
these towers which were once built "out 
in the woods "

Aged Pose 
Problems: 
Schlickman 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, yesterday told local 
senior citizens the problems of the aged 
are both disturbing and challenging. 


"It is challenging to our abilities and 


imaginations to find answers to the prob- 
lems of the aged which do not neces- 
sarily stem from poverty," Schlickman 
told approximately 60 members of the 
Extensioners, a Mount Prospect senior 
citizens group. He did not say what those 
problems were. 


"HERE IN ILLINOIS we have finally 


started to concern ourselves with the 
aged," Schlickman said in referring to 
the most recent session of the state legis- 
lature which ended June 30. He used the 
$1 billion approved by the legislature for 
improvement of highways and assistance 
to the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
as an example. 


"It was an effort to keep down the cost 


of traveling on the CTA," he said. "The 
CTA is the sole means for many senior 
citizens for traveling and communication 
with friends and relatives." 


He said the legislature is also coming 


to the aid of the aged by providing 
grants for low and 
moderate-income 


housing for senior citizens and by restor- 
ing the $1,500 assessed valuation ex- 
emption for people over 65 who own their 
own homes. "That means an average 
savings of $90 a year to the average se- 
nior citizen," he said. 


Schlickman told his audience he favors 


placing the problems of senior citizens 
under the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. Currently senior 
citizen matters are handled in the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid. The transfer, 
he said, "would improve coordination 
and better communications between se- 
nior citizens throughout the state." 


"YOU SHOULD RECEIVE the same 


kind of attention, benefit and care other 
people are clamoring for, and through 
their militancy are receiving," he told 
the Extensioneers. "We want to do it be- 
fore you take to the streets like other 
groups." 


After his short speech, Schlickman 


fielded questions from the audience. 
Many of the questions dealt with the 
$1,500 exemption and how it works. 
Schlickman said he could not answer 
several questions involving criticism of 
social security because "I am a state 
legislator and not a Congressman or U.S. 
Senator." 


One man asked if United Motor Coach 


Co., a Des Plaines bus firm would ever 
get state funds like the CTA has. United 
has cut back on its service for financial 
reasons.

The modular schedule was in effect dur- 
ing the spring, 1871 semester, while the 
traditional schedule was used in the 
spring. 1970 semester, 


t'NDKK WHEELING High's mod sys- 


tem during the 1970-71 school year, the 
school day was divided into 20 modules, 
each 15 minutes long. Classes met from 
one to six times during a six-day cycle. 


Classes were also of varying length, 


depending on the type of course. Addi- 
tional feature of the mod system was 
that much of the student's time, approxi- 
mately 40 per cent, was unscheduled. He 
could spend the time in the library, 


working on an individual project, or 
socializing in the cafeteria with friends. 


Ring 
concluded 
that 
the 
over-all 


achievement of students under the mod 
scheduling system was equal to achieve- 
ment under the traditional system. The 
average grade under both systems was 
33 on a five-point scale, with "A" 
having a value of five points, "B" a 
value of four points, "C" a value of three 
points, "D" a value of two points and 
"F" a value of one point on the scale. 


"Generally students who usually did 


well in school under the traditional sys- 
tem did even better under the modular 
system, while students who generally 
ciid poorly under the traditional system 
did worse under the modular system,"

View Home Rule Powers

Home rule may mean more protection 


for consumers, new ways of financing 
public improvements, and morn power to 
solve Des Plaines problems, according to 
City Atty Robert DiLeonardi 


Home rule powers, granted July 1 by 


the new Illinois Constitution, are 
now- 


being studied by the Des Plaines city 
government, according to DeLeonardi. a 
member of the home rule study com- 
mittee of the Illinois Municipal League, 
the largest association of cities and '. tl- 
laees m the state 


Under the former 1970 Illinois Con- 


s t 11 u t i o n . local governments were 
allowed to use only those powers the 
General Assembly chose to give them. 
When Des Plaines or other municipal- 
ities wanted to get something done, it 
had to go "hat in hand" to the legisla- 
ture. DiLeonardi said. 


The result was that the municipalities 


didn't have the power to handle prob- 
lems, especially in the last 30 years of 
rapid urbanization and growth of the sub- 
urbs 


Whenever the need for more municipal 


power arose, competing pressure groups 
— Cook County vs downstate. business 
vs. labor — would fight it out in the leg- 


islature and the cities would either get 
no power or only very weak authority. 
DeLeonardi said 


The new constitution 
granted 
mu- 


nicipalities and counties with more than 
23.000 residents broad general powers to 
regulate protection of public health, safe- 
ty morals and welfare, to tax and incur 
debt and to license for purposes of regu- 
lation 


The constitution forbids licensing to 


raise revenues, imposing a local income 
tax or taxes on occupations. It also 
doesn't allow a municipality to punish 
felons or to imprison for more than six 
months. 


THE STATE legislature can remove 


home rule powers from a municipality, 
through a three-filths majority vote. 


Cook County, Chicago and many other 


municipalities are now studying ways of 
using home rule powers. These powers 
will be tested and interpreted in the 
courts. DeLeonardi said 


The success of home rule depends on 


the "general reasonableness 
and pru- 


dence" of the municipalities in using and 
not abusing their new powers, DeLeo- 
nardi said 


In DCS Plaines, the new powers could

Move Closer To Annexation 


Mount Prospect's village board 
has 


moved one step closer to a decision on 
what is perhaps the biggest annexation 
proposal in the history of the village. 


At a four-hour hearing Tuesday night, 


the village board took up the petition 
that calls for the annexation of a l1:- 
sqmire mile area that includes some 
R.oon persons. The petition, signed by 
about 3.600 registered voters in the area, 
was turned over to the village in May by 
the r 
it County Circuit Court. 


. second hearing on the matter, and 


perhaps a vote on the petition, is set for 
Sept. 28. Trustees Tuesday told the vil- 
lage 
attorney 
to 
have 
the 
neces- 


sary ordinance proposal ready for that 
meeting A vote on the proposal is pos- 
sible then though Mount Prospect Mayor 
Rnbert Teichert said, "This does not nec- 
essarily mean a vote will be taken that 
mehf " 


TfESDAVS MEETING was the first 


time the entire board had dealt officially 
with the petition. Last month then Acting 
Village Mer John Zimmermann turned 
over a feasibility study on the proposal 
t" trustees The study had been prepared 
by Zimmermann and other village ad- 
ministrative officials. 


At Tuesday's meeting several home- 


mvners associations presidents from the 
;irra involved in the proposal voiced 
their support of the annexation. The 
campaign to gather the necessary num- 
ber of signatures on the petition had 
been done by members of these groups. 


Patrick Link, the attorney representing 


the area under consideration, told the 
board Tuesday, "I believe the annexation 
affords the board an opportunity to make 
an investment in behalf of the citizens of 
Mount Prospect . . . I expect (the per- 
sons m the annexation proposal area) to 
contribute to the village." 


Joseph 
Grittani. a 
former village 


trustee and campaign manager for the 
three trustees elected last April, raised 
spvp'-a! economic questions about the an- 
nexation Noting the area under consid- 
eration is substantially larger than ear- 
lier annexations he asked whether the 
annexation would "cost (the present vil- 
lage residents) a lot of dough." 


The feasibility study shows the annexa- 


tion will cost a total of $218,960 the first 
two years it is part of the village. But, 
according to the study, the area will 
yield a net of $369.553 to the village three 
years after annexation goes into effect. 


TRUSTEE DANIEL AHERN called for 


more information to be gathered on Citi- 
zens Utility Co., the firm that supplies 
water to the area. But, trustees voted 
down a motion that would have had vil- 
lage administrative officials gather that 
information. 


Ahern was critical of the annexation 


proposal because it failed to take up the 


matter of Citizens Utility. He questioned 
whether residents in that area would be 
forced to buy the utility after the annexa- 
tion took place. At Ahern's request, the 
board, in a poll, outlined its policy with 
regard to private utility firms in the vil- 
lage. That policy, agreed to by all except 
Trustree George Anderson says, "Any- 
one serviced by a private utility in 
Mount Prospect would have to buy it if it 
was deemed in the best interests of the 
village by the village board." 


The unexpectedly small turnout sur- 


prised many officials there. Preparations 
had been made to move the hearing to a 
local school auditorium the next night if 
the crowd proved to be too large for the 


village hall. But, only 35 persons ap- 
peared for the hearing. 


Teichert attributed the small turnout to 


two factors: "The people in the area to 
be annexed have already expressed 
themselves and are now awaiting our de- 
cision. As for the village residents, 
apparently they feel the board will base 
its judgment on sound reasoning." 


But Ahern guessed something else was 


behind the low turnout. Pointing to a fact 
sheet that had been distributed in the an- 
nexation area, he noted it indicated in- 
correctly that an election on the annexa- 
tion would be held in that area. Perhaps, 
he said, that was the reason behind the 
low turnout.

"WE DID NOTICE large numbers of

inches) in the rip-rap surrounding the 
lake." the letter continues. "The fish are 
in direct competition 
with 
the lar- 


gemouth bass and should be eliminated 
by a partial treatment with a selective 
poison,' according to the letter. 


"As indicated earlier the numbers of 


small largemouth bass collected shows 
the bass are not having successful 
spawning seasons and if this continues 
the lake will be predominately small 
blue-Kill and ci'cen sunfish. When this oc- 
curs the only alternative is to have a 
complete rehabilitation consisting of 210 
gallons of rotenone," Erickson said in 
the letter 


Kunkel said rotenone, a chemical that 


will suffocate, will be used by park offi- 
cials to eliminate the fish. He said the 
chemical is not harmful to the water or 
to humans and that the remaining fish in 
the lake will still be edible. 


The date and time of the "partial kill" 


will be determined at the Sept. 21 park 
board meeting

discussed the matter nor taken any offi- 
cial action. 


The approximate $14,000 cost of the 


recently released report prepared by 
Touche, Ross and Co. is being shared by 
the four towns which approved the funds 
early this years. 


The report recommends the four towns 


establish a central shared facility with 
all communities sharing a common com- 
puter and operating personnel. Touche, 
Ross and Co., a certified public account- 
ing firm, recommended this proposal be- 
cause it "provides the best long run cost- 
benefit relationship." 


THE PROPOSAL FOR a computer to 


be located in one of the communities also 
would provide benefits such as ex- 
pandability, flexibility to change systems 
as needs change, more management in- 
formation and providing a police infor- 
mation system, according to the report. 


The disadvantages listed included the 


system requiring a significant amount of 
management time and each community 
having to adjust their priorities, some- 
what, to conform with the group con- 
sensus. 


The computer probably will be housed 


in an existing municipal building. How- 
ever, the exact location will be deter- 
mined later. 


Each of the four towns, to some extent, 


has experimented with using computers 
for water billing operations, police infor- 
mation and other data. The four finance 
directors of the communities began 
jointly exploring the possibility of a 
shared facility in 1970 as a way to cut the 
increasing costs of computerization. 


Touche, Ross and Co. was hired as an 


outside consultant to recommend courses 
of action which the communities could 
follow. 


As an alternative to the shared-facility 


concept, the report states the commu- 


nities could continue on their present 
separate courses, by adding personnel 
and equipment to handle the load as vol- 
ume increases. However, this alternative 
"does not provide as effectively for the 
communities' needs. By definition, it ig- 
nores the very needs and concerns which 
initially prompted this study," the report 
states. 


ACCORDING TO information in the 


study, the annual costs of operating the 
central facility over a 10-year period 
would be $19,000 a year for Arlington 
Heights, $40,000 for Des Plaines, $20,000 
for Mount Prospect and $22,000 for Park 
Ridge. 


Maintaining the present systems would 


result in costing less over a 10-year peri- 
od, according to the report. The annual 
operating costs would be $3,000 per year 
less for Arlington Heights, $15,000 less 
for Des Plaines, $1,000 less for Mount 
Prospect and 
$4,000 less for Park 


Ridge. 


Des Plaines would have a higher level 


of cost because its projected use for po- 
lice purposes is more than the other 
three towns. "This is due to the fact that 
Des Plaines has a substantially larger 
volume of police transactions," accord- 
ing to the report. 


The costs of operating the computer fa- 


cility would be shared by the four com- 
munities, based on the proportionate 
amount of time each used the facility. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L.A. 


Hanson told members of that village's fi- 
nance committee Monday, "There is no 
question we've got to go in this direction 
and I see no way we could go it alone." 


The biggest problem will be "to get 


everyone on the same wave length" in 
operating and using the joint facility, 
Hanson said. Transporting information to 
and from the facility will not be a major 
problem, he added. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


will act on the finance committee's rec- 
ommendation for approval of the concept 
at a future meeting. 


In deferring action on the proposal, the 


finance committee of the Mount Prospect 
Village Board indicated it would wait un- 


til it had more information before mak- 
ing a recommendation. 


Trustee Richard Monroe said he felt all 


the alternatives available to the shared 
concept had not been listed in the report 
and thought the projected costs were too 
high.

View Home Rule Powers

affect the form of city government, zon- 
ing, and regulation of private services to 
residents, according to DiLeonardi. 


The home rule article of the new con- 


stitution allows a municipality to change 
its "form of government" through a ref- 
erendum of its citizens, without approval 
of other governmental bodies. 


This would make a change much eas- 


ier, he said. Residents could decide, for 
example, to change from a Mayor-coun- 
cil government to a city manager form 
through a referendum. Altering part of 
the form of government — perhaps, 
changing the number of aldermen, might 
not require a referendum, but only coun- 
cil action, DiLeonardi said. 


REGULATION OF LAND use through 


zoning, would no longer depend on only 
those powers designated by the state for 
local municipalities, DeLeonardi said. 


The courts may decide that cities have 


more power over county zoning decision 
in the unincorporaaed area. The cities 
may have more power in challenging a 
zoning decision for high-rise devel- 
opments which would affect city ser- 
vices, like water supply or fire protec- 
tion, he said. 


The city might be able to completely 


redesign its zoning code so it could con- 
trol architectural standards and aesthet- 
ic quality of construction he said The 
city could also have the power to require 
that off-street parking be placed where it 
would not be an eyesore, or to stop over- 
crowding in housing units, he said. 


The new powers would also affect the 


city's ability to raise revenues for public 
improvements. The city's new powers 


now allow it to incur a debt of one per 
cent of its assessed property valuation, 
about $3 million, without a bond referen- 
dum, as had been required, he said. 


INSTEAD OF having to repay revenue 


bonds in 20 years, the city may now take 
40 years, he said. Instead of having to 
impose a higher real estate tax on all 
city property owners to raise funds for 
an improvement in one area, the city, 
under the new home rule powers, could 
raise the taxes in that one part of the 
city. This tax, unlike special assess- 
ments, would be deductible from some 
other state taxes, he said. 


One of the powers already being dis- 


cussed in Des Plaines is the licensing of 
private services. The city is allowed by 
the home rule article to set standards 
and to regulate such services. 


In recent months, aldermen have sug- 


gested that apartment owners, tree sur- 
geons and swimming pool owners be li- 
censed by the city. Licensing of charity 
collectors may also be a possibility to 
prevent frauds. 


The home rule powers also eliminate 


the $500 limit the city could set on fines 
for disobeying city ordinances. Now the 
city can place any limit it desires on 
fines, although the courts would still set 
the exact amount an ordinance violator 
must pay. This might "add teeth" to or- 
dinances, according to DiLeonardi.

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Challenge State Assessment 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A Wheeling area lawyer Is seeking Illi- 


nois Supteme Court action on a lawsuit 
challenging the assessment process on 
real estate throughout Illinois. 


Paul Hamer, a Northbrook lawyer and 


village attorney for Wheeling, hopes to 
file the suit to determine whether proper- 
ty throughout Illinois will be assessed at 
full or parital value. 


He has asked the Supreme Court to 


give him permission to file the suit. He 
expects action on the request by Sept. 13. 
The suit, which Hamer will argue him- 
self, challenges Robert J. Lehnhausen, 
director of the Department of Local Gov- 
ernment Affairs in Illinois, to assess all 
real estate on an equal basis. 


HAMER ARGUES no county with 


more than 200,000 residents — counties 
which have some rule provisions under 
the 1970 Constitution — have passed 
ordinances classifying property. 


His suit argues that HB 556, passed in 


the present legislative session, allows 
counties with less than 200;000 residents 
to tax property at 50 per cent of its ac- 
tual value. 


HB 556 is retroactive to Jan. 1, 1971. 


Hamer's suit argues that this means the 
1970 Illinois Constitution is in effect. The 
old constitution states that a real estate 
tax has to be levied uniformly; thus 
Hamer argues HB 556 could be chal- 
lenged under the old Constitution. 


Hamer also argues that the Illinois 


Revenue Act provides all property must 
be assessed at or equalized to its fair 
cash value, or at 100 per cent — which is 
also in conflict with HB 556.

Home rule counties over 500,000 may in- 
cur a debt of three per cent of assessed 
valuation, but if 50 per cent were the val- 
ue limit, that power to tax would be cut 
to 1V2 per cent Hamer reports. 


IN THE MATERIAL which Hamer has 


submitted to the Supreme Court, he con- 
tends each large county could set up its 
own assessment figure. For example, 
Cook County might assess at 100 per 
cent, Lake County at 75 per cent and 
Champaign Coumy at 50 per ceiit. Such a 
system, Hamer argues, would be uncon- 
stitutional.

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Former Dropout Teaches Teachers

Erwm Stevenson is a high school drop 


out who wants to help teachers and stu 
dents learn 


Stevenson who took over his post as 


assistant superintendent of instruction in 
Elk Grove Township Elementary Dist 59 
m July, dropped out of high school to join 
the Army during World War II 


When he was discharged, after spend- 


ing time in a Veterans Administration 
hospital he first tried to go back to his 
trade — bricklaying — but found it diffi- 
cult because he still h.id to wear braces 
from his war injuries 


Armed with a high school diploma 


earned in the service, Stevenson enrolled 
at the University of Minnesota "I really 
didn t have inv intention of going into 
education 
he says now 


He knew many ex GIs who were in 


education however and was drawn into 
working with children in local park pro- 
grams and viiitmg schools where rilends 
were student teaching 


"One dav I just walked over to the 


education building to see what people do 
to become teachers nnd I decided that 
could be where I would be most useful It 
seemed like a natural way to lo 


SOMEWHERE along the line Simon 


son shed the braces that had interfered 
with his bricklaving career and became 
an elementarv school teacher who soon 
decided he riidn t know enough and went 
back to school 


He became an intern in administration 


for the I mveiMtv of Minnesota and then 
a puncipal of an elementarv school He 
staved there for a year and then went to 
work with an Indiana Job Corps center 
for the summer 


"I had no intention rf staving there 


hut I aof wrapped up in it and for the 
first time I saw the opportunitv and the 
mom", tn fr\ some things in education 
that I would never have been able to do 
in public education 
he explains 


He spend 3Vz years as director of the 


center, working with young dropouts and 
"making the mistakes we all make when 
we are learning " He calls the time spent 
"my best adventure in education " 


He left, however, because the bureau- 


cratic red tape and political pressures 
were causing problems "We started to 
go backward instead of forward We lost 
far too many students we didn't have to 
lose ' 


AFTER LEAVING the Job corps center 


Stevenson again went back to school, 
completed his doctorate in education 


and. 
when he finished this spring, sur- 


veved the job market 


"After thinking about it, I decided I 


wanted to find a place in a college or 
university where I could work on chang- 
ing the emphasis in education," he said 


However, he found few schools that 


were interested in having him devise 
teacher training piograms where he 
could use laboratory techniques and sim- 
ulated classrooms to teach teachers 


"I get kind of mad about the accusa- 


tions made about the public schools by 
the universities,' he said "They are the 
parents of me and the other educators 
who thev haven t trained adequately to 
begin with and then they make headlines 
bv saving how bad we are " 


'Because teacher training programs are 
not as good as they could be, "a first- 
vear teacher is completely unprepared, 
for example, to teach reading and it isn't 
her fault " 


IN DIST V), Stevenson wants to work 


with the teachers to improve them by 
calling on the expertise of experienced 
teachers in the district and some outside 
consultants 


•We have to find a way to diagnose the 


problems a teacher has and help him 
with that specific thing It's not possible 
for this district to have enough people to 
deal with 540 teachers but I hope I can 
provide leadership 
There is a 
vast 


amount of real talent in specific areas in 
our classrooms and we can tap those re- 
sources " 


The important thing, he adds, is to 


view the improvement of education as a 
problem involving people rather than a 
problem with programs. 


In the last 10 to 15 years "we have 


been looking for a panacea in curricu- 
lum," he said. "We should continue re- 
searching curriculum changes, but I 
think the time has come to look at peo- 
ple rather than material things in edu- 
cation "

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Potting Shed

My greatest thrill in gardening encoun- 


ter occurred this summer with the 
Prairie Farm and Garden Park project. 


These model gardens in Arlington 


Heights were visual proof that the or- 
dinary Joe can grow succulent vege- 
tables successfully without the use of 
chemicals. 


This garden project of 140 families was 


begun after reports were received that 
merchants and chemical industry inter- 
ests in Arcola, III., planned a garden 
chemically-grown to show that a garden 
cannot be otherwise 
fruitfully 
main- 


tained. 


Skeptics came to Prairie Park to scoff 


and they stayed to wonder. 


Some of the tips which our gardeners 


absorbed rested on the following: 


Our gardeners learned that mulching 


(smothering weeds with straw, paper, 
grass clippings, etc.) controls weeds 
which compete for water and nutrients 
and carry insect and disease germs. 


THEY 
LEARNED 
WHY gardeners 


can't successfully grow strawberries and 
onions, pumpkins and parsley, potatoes 
and lettuce together and have both do 
well. (The first requires an acid soil, the 
latter, an alkaline soil). 


The truth behind the statement that 90 


per cent of garden failures are due to 
soil became apparent. Mildew, for in- 
stance, is the plant's way of telling the 
gardener, "Look, you planted me in the 
shade and I like sun. Get me out of 
here!" You wouldn't move an Eskimo to 
Jamaica, would you? Plants are like 
that, too; they have their own natural 
environment. 


Showing the gardeners how to recog- 


nize signs of deficiency, identify bug 
damage and make their own well-bal- 
anced natural fertilizer was truly re- 
warding. The yields told us so. 


COMPANION PLANTING .of basil and 


tomatoes, radishes and cucumbers, mari- 
golds and beans, mint and cabbage, plus 
color repellants, yellow and gold nastur- 
tium 
and 
marigolds, to repel 
bugs 


worked like a charm, (The flowers must 
be in bloom to do their repelling, the gar- 
deners learned; plants by themselves, 


without the benefit of the flower hues, do 
nothing.) 


Black plastic was effective in beefing 


up bean production. Ladybugs 
were 


plentiful — spraying would have killed 
them and we would have lost our aphid- 
eaters. 


Using 
compost 
(kitchen 
vegetable 


scraps) not only helped enrich the soil, 
but made some of us realize the impact 
of recycling garbage and the scope of 
our solid waste problem. (Solid waste 
amounts to 360 billion pounds a year in 
America alone.) 


Compost recycling is the most obvious 


solution to the problem from the individ- 
ual homeowner's point of view. And it all 
starts with people like the Prairie farm- 
ers and others willing to accept the chal- 
lenges of changing methods. 


PERSONALLY, 1 would like to see 


more people — garden editors, turf men, 
agricultural 
professors, 
extension ad- 


visers, school teachers, industry person- 
nel, people in leadership positions — pro- 
mote and encourage organic gardening, 
work for legislation and promote envi- 
ronmental safety. Workshops are needed, 
seminars, classes in adult education, 
study groups — a total reshaping of pub- 
lic attitudes regarding alternatives to 
chemical use. 


We must bring our influence as con- 


sumer to bear on the nutritional quality 
of produce in our supermarkets as well.

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Busing No Answer To Race Imbalance

The top educational officials 
in six 


nudwestern states agreed Wednesday, 
after an all-day conference, that busing 
was not an ideal answer to racial imba- 
lance in public schools. 


S[wakine at a press conference in the 


Essex HoM in Chicago. Robert Hanra- 
h.in. midwest commissioner of education 
for the federal office of education, as- 
serted there are other ways to improve 
education 


He «as backed by state superintend- 


ents: Michael Bakalis (Illinois). Roger 
Bi'd^i'll (Indiana) and Martin W. Essex 


i ohm i Three other state superintendents 


could not attend the press conference. 


Bakalis said he wasn't sure what the 


solution was to the problem which busing 
was trying to correct. He said all educa- 
tion needed to be improved to allow all 
students equal educational opportunity. 


Racial imbalance must be considered 


in the light of imbalanced housing condi- 
tions, he said, and asked for a study of 
the complex side-effects of busing, such 
as the fact some children must spend 
hours traveling to and from out-of-the- 
neighborhood schools. 


Hanrahan said busing has different ef- 


fects on elementary 
and junior high 


school children. A concern above the ef- 


fects of busing, however, is the need for 
greater rapport between students and 
teachers, he said. 


He added the state superintendents 


agreed some mechanism, such as a state 
collective bargaining act, is needed to 
break impasses in teacher-board negotia- 
tions. 


Bakalis added collective bargaining 


legislation was the "only tool" which 
could stop strikes. He said his office, un- 
der state law, is the "last resort" to me- 
diate disputes. 


Hanrahan, in describing 
what the 


educators had discussed, said they re- 
garded the recent California decision re- 


jecting the property tax as the major 
means of financing public education as 
"a landmark case." 


He said a state-wide property tax 


might be a possible replacement for the 
local property tax, which has drawn in- 
creasing fire from residents who vote 
down tax referenda, he said. 


Hanrahan's office reported the confer- 


ence was the first for state superintend- 
ents and the federal education 
office. 


Hanrahan served as Cook County Super- 
intendent of Schools until 1970, when he 
was defeated for reelection by Democrat 
Richard Martwick. Hanrahan was named 
to his present position two months ago.

method Thomas said that minor "pock- 
ets of resistance" have been reported to 
the survey, but most residents have been 
willing to answer the questions on it. 


The data which is compiled could be 


the basis for a solid proposal for funding 
of a transportation project "if it is not all 


out of whack with what is happening in 
the metropolitan area," said Thomas. 


The Northwest Municipal Conference, 


composed of local village and city offi- 


cials, is sponsoring the survey, Thomas' 
report came at the first fall meeting of 
the group, held in the Mount Prospect 
village hall.
